eos YEAR of office in Pi Lambda 
Theta brings its own challenges, 
its opportunities, and its needs for 
readjustment. Two years ago we were 
facing the end and aftermath of war. 
A year ago we were setting our house 
in order to take up the responsibilities 
of peace. Now we are increasingly 
reaching out to lend our help in areas 
in which we have a special interest as 
teachers, citizens, and women. It has 
been a rapid transition. 

The Fourteenth Biennial Council at 
Greeley was devoted to problems of 
organization, finance, and _ internal 
functioning. There the problem of 
making a budget balance in a period 
of inflation was squarely met and the 
process of solution set in motion. In- 
valuable advice on national policy was 
contributed by the delegates assembled. 
A sense of social responsibility was 
apparent, and its growth has been con- 
tinuous throughout the year. 

During the year constitutional 
amendments were approved authoriz- 
ing an increase in the life membership 
fee to $40 and increasing the size of 
the Board by two vice-presidents. Both 
were actions growing out of discus- 
sions at Council, and carried through 
according to the procedure described in 
our Constitution. Both are now effec- 
tive parts of national policy. 

New opportunities for cooperation 
with groups of similar interest have 
been accepted. Pi Lambda Theta has 
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affiliated with Women in World Af. 
fairs, worked with the National Nurs- 
ing Council in its study of the status 
of nurses, and accepted invitations to 
send delegates to both the Philadelphia 
and the Denver regional conferences 
of UNESCO. There has been from 
these and other organizations recipro- 
cal action in publicizing our Awards, 
exchanging information on activities 
of common concern, and accepting our 
nominations for important functions. 

A new alumnz chapter was installed 
at San Jose, California, on February 
1, 1947, bringing the chapter roll to 
sixty-three. Of that number, twenty 
chapters have received national visitors 
during the past year, and the remain- 
ing forty-three chapters were visited 
during the year 1945-1946. A list of 
chapters and visitors follows this re- 
port. In addition, chapter conferences 
in New York, Indianapolis, and Santa 
Barbara provided opportunity for in- 
formal discussion of policy and for 
bringing suggestions for action on both 
a local and a national scale. 

The trend in membership has been 
upward. Table IV of the report of the 
Executive Secretary gives a comparison 
of trends for a five-year period. The 
number of initiates for 1946-1947 was 
1,569, comparing favorably with the 
high of 1,397 reached in 1942-1943 
and bringing the cumulative total to 
24,761. The number of members pay- 
ing annual dues was 3,993, to which 
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should be added the 2,447 members 
credited with 1946-1947 dues by pay- 
ment during 1945-1946 under the in- 
terim plan for adjusting dues collec- 
tion to the current procedure. With 
those members counted, the total num- 
ber of voting and field members is 
6,440, the highest figure yet reached. 
The number of life members added 
was 55, a reasonable figure in view of 
the fact that no new life memberships 
were accepted between September 25, 
1946, and March 15, 1947, while the 
constitutional amendments effecting 
the change in fee were under con- 
sideration. The grand total of all mem- 
bership payments, then, was 5,124; 
adding to that payments carried over 
from the preceding year, the total ac- 
tive membership was 7,571. During 
the difficult years of war and readjust- 
ment to peace Pi Lambda Theta has 
shown growth, with the rate accele- 
rated in the past year. 

Each national committee is present- 
ing its own report. Those reports clear- 
ly show that on the national level the 
teal work of the Association in formu- 
lating policy and in administration 
has been done by those committees. 
They have suggested program, brought 
the JOURNAL to ever higher standards, 
clarified financial policy, publicized 
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and selected recipients for Awards, 
carried on the functioning of the na- 
tional organization in work on nomi- 
nations and local constitutions and his- 
tory and loans and extension, inter- 
preted Pi Lambda Theta to organiza- 
tions of like interest, handled such 
special matters as planning a course 
for political action, revising the Book 
of Ceremonies, revising the Officers’ 
Handbook, exploring the possibilities 
for special publication, and arranging 
for the Fifteenth Biennial Council. 

These committee reports, based as 
they are on the thinking and activities 
of individual chapters, have additional 
significance. Pi Lambda Theta’s growth 
and development is centered in chapter 
life, and the vitality of its chapter 
programs has been notable this year. 

To all those who have given so gen- 
erously of their talents the Association 
is deeply grateful. 

In conclusion, Pi Lambda Theta has 
again shown its vitality by moving 
ahead in internal strength, and by 
further defining its function in’ the 
evolving educational and social scene. 
Its strength and its social consciousness 
will continue in the years ahead.

Report of the Sreasurer 


July 1, 1946—June 30, 1947 


E duties of the Treasurer have 
been less arduous this year than 
- those of her predecessor. In 1946 the 
National Board voted to relieve the 
Treasurer of bookkeeping in order to 
permit centralization of the work of the 
Executive Secretary and of the Treas- 
urer; to enable the President to get 
financial data more quickly; and to 
expedite financial transactions. 

This year has been a “transition” 
year. In review, the following changes 
were authorized by the 1946 Council: 
(1) raising national dues from $1.25 
to $2.00; (2) having spring initiates 
pay $3.00 instead of $2.00, to carry 
them through the ensuing year; (3) 
changing the method of handling dues 
at the National Office, which meant 
a change in the time or method of 
collection in many chapters; (4) rais- 
ing the Life Membership from $25.00 
to $40.00. Since change is difficult 
there has been some inevitable con- 
fusion for all concerned; but this is 
clearing up and will continue to do so. 

As a national officer, the Treasurer 
has served on two standing committees 
and one special committee: 

1. Loan Fund Board. This year no 
loans were granted and no extensions 
of payment were requested. One loan 
was repaid in full, even though an ex- 
tension until June 1948 had previously 
been granted. 

2. Finance Committee. As Chair- 
man, the Treasurer has been concerned 
mainly with the matter of the council 


fee. In addition to consulting members 
of the Committee, a letter was sent to 
all members of the National Board and 
to all chapter presidents to ascertain 
their thinking in this matter of the 
council fee. The trends of thinking 
as reflected by replies received have 
been incorporated in the annual report, 
Also, a special report has been pre- 
pared for use at Council by the dis- 
cussion group which is to present a 
recommendation for final action by the 
National Board. 

3. Committee on Loans and Fellow- 
ships. An inquiry sheet from the Chair- 
man was filled out and supplemented 
by a personal opinion on the widening 
policy in the use of the life membership 
fund. 

The remainder of this report will 
deal with the funds of the association, 
the figures for which correspond to 
those given in the Auditor’s Repott. 
All financial transactions of the organ- 
ization are made on a cash receipt and 
cash disbursement basis through the 
general fund. This necessitates certain 
inter-fund transfers at the end of the 
fiscal year which will be explained 
later in this report. The transactions 
made for operating the association are 
shown as Receipts in Table I and Dis- 
bursements in -Table II. For the fiscal 
year July 1, 1946—June 30, 1947 Pi 
Lambda Theta received $20,454.29 and 
disbursed $20,319.34. For the 1945- 
1947 biennium the receipts were 
$35,357.34 and the disbursements were 
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$32,042.27. These figures present an 
apparently favorable balance for this 
biennium; but an examination of two 
items will serve to show that the ap- 
parent surplus may become an actual, 
though small, deficit. The Council 
item in Table II is for the postponed 
1945 Council and not for the 1947 
Council which belongs in this bi- 
ennium. Figures for the latter are not 
yet available, but increased railroad 
fares and food costs will add at least 
$3,000 to the cost of the 1946 Council. 
In addition, the fellowship award of 
$400 has not yet been paid. 

Table III summarizes the total assets 
of the association. From the total of 
$36,668.45 shown for the general 
fund, $2,540.49 must be transferred 
as follows: 


To life membership fund ....$2,196.75 
To Pi Lambda Theta fund ..... 37.32 
To fellowship fund .......... 306.42 


As set up at the Ninth Biennial Coun- 
cil in 1935, one-half the life member- 
ship fund became a loan fund, the 
principal of which now amounts to 
$12,323.12. In addition, $1,000 is re- 
stricted to paying off “bad” loans. The 
other half of the fund was set aside 
as principal whose interest only could 
be used for publication of the Jour- 
nal. This principal now amounts to 
$11,805.13. The unrestricted surplus 
from the loan fund and the interest 
from the publication fund amount to 
$348.10 and $130.86 respectively. 
These latter sums can and should be 
transferred to the general fund to de- 
fray Journal and other current ad- 
ministrative expense. 

The 1947 award of $400 will be 
paid from the fellowship fund es- 
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tablished by the Third Biennial Coun- 
cil. In addition to financing such 
awards, this fund has functioned in the 
sale and distribution of the publica- 
tion Women in the Professions. 

The Pi Lambda Theta fund, estab- 
lished by the Tenth Biennial Council, 
is a service fund which may be used 
for any purpose which will further the 
best interests of the organization. Again 
this year the fund is functioning 
through publication and sale of the 
Song of Service, and through sale of 
the record containing this song and 
Hail to the Founders. 

The continued increase in living 
costs is reflected in the 1946-1947 
disbursements. The Journal has cost 
fifty per cent more than during 1945- 
1946 and will cost even more in 1947- 
1948 unless the number of pages is 
reduced. Since the 1946 Council at 
Greeley was held on a college campus 
in a central location, the cost of that 
Council could be held to $111.25 per 
chapter. However, the 1947 Council 
will cost more for the following rea- 
sons: living costs in general have in- 
creased, rail fares were increased 
fourteen to sixteen per cent on June 
first, and the meeting of Council in 
the Northwest meant both greater 
mileage and more over-night travel 
with its added cost. These facts show 
the necessity for increasing the budget 
for the 1947-1949 biennium. 

The Treasurer suggests a different 
allocation of life membership monies 
and a broader use of the loan and 
publication funds as possible sources 
of additional revenue.

Report of the Executive Secretary 
Yune 30, 1947 


HE REPORT of the Executive Secre- 

tary for the second year of the 
fifteenth Biennium divides itself into 
three sections: (1) Follow-up on pro- 
posals or motions made at the August, 
1946, National Board meeting. (2) 
Routine Action. (3) Membership 
Statistics. 


Follow-Up Action 


Minutes of the 1946 Board Meeting. 
The minutes of the meeting were pre- 
pared and one copy sent to each mem- 
ber of the National Board, including 
the new members. 

Supplement to the Journal. The Ex- 
ecutive Secretary assisted in the prep- 
aration and compilation of materials 
for the Supplement which was issued 
as a separate issue of the JOURNAL in 
November, 1946. Materials prepared 
were: the minutes of the Council 
meetings on August 18-21, 1946, a 
list of Board actions, and lists of dele- 
gates and visitors in attendance at 
Council. She also did the preliminary 
editing of the reports from the dis- 
cussion groups at Council. 

Inauguration of New Dues Policy. 
In accordance with the President's let- 
ter of September 25, 1946, the Execu- 
tive Secretary mailed to all chapter 
treasurers the addressograph cards for 
all dues-paying members on the current 
mailing list up to April, 1946, after 
which no cards were available. Each 
card was stamped with the amount of 
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dues payable for 1946-47 and for 
1947-48. A supplemental letter of ex. 
planation, dated September 30, 1946, 
was mailed either with these cards or 
under separate cover. On November 
8, 1946, a special letter was sent to na- 
tional field members owing $3.00 dues 
for 1946-47. Individual card notices 
were also sent to the remaining na- 
tional field members owing only $2.00 
dues for 1946-47. Chapter treasurers 
were furnished with dues information 
on specific members when it was re- 
quested. In April, 1947, treasurers were 
informed concerning national policy 
on delinquent dues and furnished with 
postal card notices for all of their 
members recorded as delinquent in the 
national office as of May 1, 1947. 

Financial Forms. Each chapter treas- 
urer was furnished six copies of 
printed receipt and disbursement forms 
for their record keeping in 1946-47, 
together with a letter of explanation 
and suggestions for their use. In April, 
1947, treasurers were asked to complete 
a questionnaire about the use of these 
forms and to make recommendations 
for their improvement. At the same 
time three copies of the revised finan- 
cial report form for chapters was 
mailed. 

Other Forms. A supply of the new 
personal record cards was furnished 
all chapters. Mimeographed order 
blanks for materials furnished by the 
national office and two copies of the 
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annual chapter history form were 
distributed in the fall. Late in the 
spring of 1947 treasurers were sent a 
membership summary for 1946-47 
which they were asked to complete 
for the national office in order to ob- 
tain more accurate membership statis- 
tics. In accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the National Board, five 
forms covering procedures for estab- 
lishing a college chapter, one form 
for procedure in the establishment of 
an alumnz chapter, and an extension 
questionnaire were multigraphed so 
that they would be available for use as 
needed. 

Revisions of Old Forms. The Execu- 
tive Secretary revised the annual chap- 
ter financial report form for use in 
1946-47 because of the changes in 
key prices and the increases in na- 
tional annual dues and in life member- 
ship fees. A new dues list form was 
ptepared for distribution in the fall of 
1947. Recommendations were also 
made for revising the order blanks 
and the chapter-receipt and disburse- 
ment forms if they are distributed 
another year. 

Certificates of Membership and Life 
Membership. The National Board di- 
rected that a smaller, wallet-sized card 
with modernized wording be printed 
for both types of certificates. It was 
decided to exhaust the supply of the 
old-style certificates before introducing 
the new ones. A satisfactory contract 
for the new certificates was arranged 
late in the spring of 1947. 

Combination of the Master File with 
the Personal Record Card File. In view 
of the lack of filing space in the na- 
tional office and to reduce shipping 
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costs whenever the national office is 
moved, the process of combining the 
master file with the personal record 
card files was begun this year. All initi- 
ates were listed by chapters and initia- 
tion date. This date is kept by chap- 
ters in two looseleaf folders for ready 
reference. The names and numbers of 
additional initiates will be added as re- 
ceived, The new 3 x 5 white personal 
record cards were designed to fit into 
the permanent master file. The process 
of transferring similar data from the 
old-type yellow cards to the new ones 
was begun in January, 1947. The master 
file cards originally showed only the 
name at initiation, chapter and card 
number, and a record of any transfers 
or name changes. Thus far only the 
data from the cards of two chapters 
has been transferred to the master file 
cards. Although the process is slow, 
the work should be completed in an- 
other year. 

Special Life Membership. A life 
membership was conferred on Harriett 
S. Marsh of Delta Chapter in recogni- 
tion of her service to Pi Lambda Theta 
in composing the song “Hail to the 
Founders.” 


Routine Action 

Journal. Eight yearly subscriptions 
to the JOURNAL were taken this year, 
twenty-eight single copies were sold, 
and 300 reprints of two articles were 
made. 

Women in the Professions. Forty- 
five copies of the joint Pi Lambda 
Theta-National Education Association 
survey have been sold during the 
first six months of the fiscal year 
through the University of California 
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Press. Several chapters purchased 
copies for placement in university and 
public libraries in addition to the 
orders from individuals and private 
agencies. 

Special Recording and Songs. 
Twenty-three of the special recordings 
of the “Song of Service’ and ‘‘Hail to 
the Founders” were sold during the 
year. In addition, fifty-two copies of 
the sheet music of the ‘Song of Serv- 
ice” and fifteen of ‘Hail to the Found- 
ers” were purchased by members and 
chapters. The proceeds of the sale of 
the latter are sent to Delta Chapter 
which paid for the publication. A copy 
of the recording was sent to the fol- 
lowing who made the finished product 
possible: Dr. Louis Curtis, arranger; 
the members of the Triple Trio who 
sang the songs; and Mrs. Minnie Kel- 
sey and Mrs. Harriett Marsh, com- 
posers of the songs. Alpha Omicron 
Chapter of Colorado State College was 
presented with a recording in apprecia- 
tion of its hospitality during the 1946 
Council. 

Special Mailings. During the year, 
the national office has mailed seven 
program bulletins as well as other pro- 
gram material furnished by the Com- 
mission for International Educational 
Reconstruction to chapter presidents 
and program chairmen. Over five hun- 
dred members in the New York-New 
Jersey area were sent copies of the 
extension questionnaire and a letter 
inviting them to an organizational 
meeting to form an alumnz chapter. 
Program data, copies of the JOURNAL 
and the November, 1946, Supplement, 
the Public Relations News Letter, the 
Leaflet of Information, and the Na- 
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tional Constitution were sent eleven 
interested college and alumnz groups, 
including those in Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico. The national office also had the 
proposed constitutional amendments 
multigraphed and mailed two copies to 
each chapter. The duplication and 
mailing of numerous letters, announce- 
ments, postcard reminders, and data 
sheets for various standing committees 
was directed by the Executive Secre- 
tary. 

Revised Chapter Constitutions. The 
Executive Secretary is holding four 
chapter constitutions for ratification by 
the National Board in August, 1947. 
Four revised chapter constitutions are 
awaiting the approval of the Commit- 
tee on Local Constitutions. All other 
revised chapter constitutions have been 
ratified by the National Board. 

Clerical Assistance. In addition to 
the clerical help employed for trans- 
posing the data on the personal rec- 
ord. cards, the national office has had 
approximately seventeen days of cleri- 
cal assistance during the year to take 
care of typing 1946 Council material, 
filing addressograph cards from the 
publisher, and sorting and stamping 
dues payments on the addressograph 
cards distributed to the treasurers. 

Special Gift. The Los Angeles 
Alumnz Chapter presented the na- 
tional office with a check for $50.00 
to be used as needed.

Membership Statistics 

Tables II and IV present the mem- 
bers paying voting or field dues and 
the classified membership for a five- 
year period. The figures representing 
the number of persons paying dues 
within a chapter are not in every in- 
stance indicative of the total number 
of active members in that chapter, 
since in some chapters, especially alum- 
nz, many are life members no longer 
paying national annual dues. Table III 
has been added to show the number of 
members credited with 1946-47 na- 
tional annual dues under the interim 
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dues plan this year, although their dues 
were actually paid prior to July 1, 
1946. If the grand total of 2,447 
members from Table III is added to 
the total voting and field members 
under 1946-47 in Table IV, it is evi- 
dent that the apparent loss in paying 
membership is only a temporary re- 
sult of the change in collection dates 
and should not carry over into the 
year 1947-48. The follow-up of for- 
mer members both by chapters and the 
national office has been especially 
thorough this year. 

Although new life memberships 
were held in abeyance for half of this 
year because of the unavoidable delay 
in making the increase to $40.00 con- 
stitutional, the number of new mem- 
berships is fifty-five, compared to 
seventy-two new life memberships in 
1945-46. The total of fifty-nine partial 
life memberships completed this year 
has been particularly gratifying. These

results are partially due to the fact 
that all life members for whom one or 
more payments were due were notified 
of their delinquency in May, 1947, 
Thus far nine complete life member- 
ships have been paid at the $40.00 
rate. 

Table V presents data on transfers 
this year. It does not show the com- 
plete number of transfers because the 
dues lists show the transfer of individ- 
uals for whom no formal procedure 
has been followed. 

This, my final report as Executive 
Secretary of Pi Lambda Theta, is pre- 
sented with deep appreciation of the 
many cordial letters received from Pi 
Lambda Thetans and of the splendid 
cooperation of chapter officers, com- 
mittee chairmen, and the National 
Board during 1946-47.

Report of the Committee on 


Local Constitutions and 
Sligthility, Yune 30, 1947 


TS TASK of assisting the chapters 
of Pi Lambda Theta to revise their 
constitutions in accordance with the 
changes made in the national Constitu- 
tion in June, 1943, is now, after four 
years, almost complete. All chapters 
which were organized prior to 1943 
have submitted revised constitutions to 
this Committee. 

The incomplete work at this date is 
as follows: 


1. One constitution of a university 
chapter is still in the hands of 
this Committee and has not yet 
been acted upon. 


2. Three constitutions (one of an 


alumnz and two of university , 


chapters) have been returned to 
the chapters with suggestions for 
revision and have not yet been 
returned for final approval by 
this Committee. 

3. One constitution (university) has 
been approved by the National 
Board contingent upon the adop- 
tion of the draft by the chapter, 
but the records of this Committee 
do not show that that adoption 
has yet taken place. 

4. Four constitutions (all univer- 
sity chapters) have been ap- 
proved by this Committee during 
the past year and now await rati- 
fication by the National Board. 
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One of these needs date of adopt- 
tion by the chapter. 


In addition to the work upon the 
constitutions described above, _ this 
Committee has this year passed upon 
two questions of eligibility raised by 
members of specific chapters. In the 
preceding years such inquiries have 
been infrequent. It seems probable that 
some chapter officers puzzling over 
specific problems in the interpretation 
of eligibility rules for an individual 
candidate do not realize that assistance 
in such matters is one of the functions 
of this standing committee. More use 
of the Committee would perhaps be 
made if this resource was called to 
the attention of chapter officers. 

At the present time there is need 
for a new check on all the constitu- 
tions already approved to determine 
whether or not provisions are included 
which need renewed amendment in the 
light of the recent amendments to the 
national Constitution and the changes 
in national office procedure. The 
changes which may affect local con- 
stitutions are as follows: 

1. The increase of national life 
membership fees from $25 to 
“forty dollars ($40.00) either in 
one payment or in annual in- 
stallments over a period of not 
greater than four years.” 
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2. The increase of national dues to 
$2.00. 

3. The requirement that each local 
chapter set a single annual date 
between September 1 and Febru- 
ary 1 on which all local and na- 
tional dues are payable to that 
chapter. 

4. The requirement that the chap- 
ter treasurer transmit to the na- 
tional office each month all na- 
tional dues collected during the 
preceding month, not including 
advance dues payments. 


Some chapter constitutions approved 
by this Committee before these changes 
were made undoubtedly contain state- 
ments on dues and treasurer’s duties 
sufficiently broad to need no amend- 
ment. Others undoubtedly do need 
amendment. This Committee has not 
retained copies of the constitutions ap- 
proved. All have been forwarded to 
the National Board. 

In conclusion, therefore, we wish to 
make the following recommendations 
to the National Board and the Na- 
tional Council: 


1. That the National Board ratify 
the four constitutions appended. 

2. That the one chapter whose con- 
stitution is not dated be required 
to notify the National Board of 
the date of adoption of the con- 
stitution approved by this chap- 
ter and ratified by the Board. 

3. That all chapters be notified of 
the importance of rereading 
their constitutions to determine 
whether the sections concerning 
national and life membership 
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dues, and concerning date of col- 
lection of dues and concerning 
the duties of the treasurer are 
consistent with the latest amend- 
ments to the national Constitu- 
tion and the latest directives from 
the National Board. 


In making any necessary revi- 
sions chapters should use word- 
ing general enough to minimize 
the necessity for future revisions, 
e.g. “The amount of such dues 
to be as determined by the Na- 
tional Board and ratified by the 
National Council or a mail vote 
of the chapters,” or “The Treas- 
urer shall remit national dues col- 
lected by her to the National 
Executive Secretary at such times 
or at such intervals as may be 
prescribed by the National 
Board.” 


. During the coming year, the 


chairman and/or several mem- 
bers of the Committee on Local 
Constitutions and Eligibility 
should be resident in or near Los 
Angeles so as to have opportu- 
nity to check the constitutions on 
file in the national office for 
such points as were mentioned 
above, and should notify chap- 
ters needing specific changes. 


. That the chapters be reminded of 


the availability of this standing 
committee for advice and inter- 
pretations with respect to ques- 
tions of eligibility of particular 
candidates or groups.

Report of the llational Program 


and Proyects Committee 
Yune 30, 1047 


By Way of Review 


; is POLICY of having the National 
Program Committee and the local 
chapters share responsibility for pro- 
gram building was continued. The 
scope of the program was set forth 
in Eight Program Areas relating to 
the improvement of the teaching pro- 
fession, These program areas may be 
summarized as : (1) the encourage- 
ment of qualified youth to enter teach- 
ing, (2) aid in the induction of new 
teachers in the profession, (3) de- 
velopment of professional ethics and 
esprit de corps, (4) interpretation of 
teaching to the public, (5) facilitation 
of personal and social adjustment of 
teachers, (6) use of available resources 
for social and cultural enrichment, 
(7) cooperation with other agencies 
seeking common goals and (8) pro- 
motion of democracy within the pro- 
fession. The outline was sent to local 
chapters and published in the October 
1945 JOURNAL. The program was 
looked upon as a continuing undertak- 
ing and not a series of short-term 
projects. It was intended to develop 
long-range planning and continuity of 
effort. 

In 1946 the eight program areas 
were still critical. New materials and 
stronger emphasis upon educational in- 
terpretation and the teaching crisis 
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were needed. The National Program 
Committee endeavored to serve as a 
clearinghouse to (1) receive, edit, and 
circularize materials, (2) integrate the 
program as far as feasible, and (3) 
assist in every way possible. 


Program Organization 
Following the recommendation of 
the Greeley council, President Seagoe 
appointed the National Program Com- 
mittee. The names and subcommittee 
assignments follow:

Program Planning Services 

The work of the committee func- 
tioned largely through a series of 
seven program planning bulletins pre- 
pared by the chairmen and sent to 
chapters, The program planning an- 
nouncement for 1946-47 and the ad- 
vance programs suggestions for 1947- 
48 were set up by Agnes Samuelson. 

Program planning bulletins 71, 
#2, and #7 were developed by 
Katharine Pease. Along with the chair- 
man she attended the conference 
called by the Commission for Inter- 
national Educational Reconstruction in 
Washington, D.C., November 22 and 
23, 1946. She has kept in touch with 
the problems in the rehabilitation of 
schools in war devastated countries and 
has suggested the special projects out- 
lined in the three bulletins. Others will 
be presented to the council for con- 
sideration. The response of the chap- 
ters for kits of personal and educa- 
tional materials for destitute teachers 
in war-torn countries has been most 
gratifying. Approximately one hun- 
dred kits were sent. 

Bulletin #¢3 on college chapter pro- 
gtams was organized by Adelle Land. 
The main purpose was to disseminate 
information on college chapter pro- 
grams and to discover possible avenues 
of service to them. The reports in- 
dicated the predominance of two 
themes: international understanding 
and teacher recruitment. Cooperation 
with Phi Delta Kappa was also re- 
ported in the furtherance of coopera- 
tive programs. Other program topics 
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included status of women in various 
professions and community activities, 
education of all youth, interpretation 
of teaching and teachers. 

Bulletin #¢4 on unified research was 
proposed by Grace Wilson. It sug- 
gested two projects (1) The Profes- 
sional Women Educator's Responsi- 
bility for Elderly Dependents, and (2) 
Teacher Retention. Beta Chapter of 
Syracuse University is studying the lat- 
ter subject. An outline for the study 
of dependency, formulated by Dr. 
Gertrude Hildreth and Dr. Helen 
Walker, may be secured from the re- 
search chairman. 

Bulletin #5 on alumnz projects 
was prepared by Lettie Trefz. It was a 
comprehensive report of the activities 
of over 20 chapters. It contained other 
interesting information on responsi- 
bility for programs, professional and 
social meetings, regional conferences, 
research projects and other subjects. 
The reports indicate interest in all of 
the eight program areas, especially 
teacher recruitment. 

We express appreciation for the fine 
services rendered by the chairmen and 
the excellent response of the chapters. 
We hope that all feel that the results 
more than justified the time and efforts 
spent in program planning. 

An organization is distinguished by 
the nature of its program. Pi Lambda 
Theta has a selective membership and 
works on vital projects which are 
geared to specific goals. The program 
should therefore challenge the best ef- 
forts which college and alumnz chap- 
ters can muster. We believe that the 
organization is making a real contribu- 
tion to educational leadership over the 
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country through the high quality of 
the chapter programs. 


Suggestions 

World affairs and the educational 
situation will more or less set the pat- 
tern for the program next year. The 
following suggestions may be con- 
sidered as springboards for program 
planning committees. They are not to 
be considered as complete or final. 
They should be adapted to local pro- 
gram needs. 


1. Emphasize world understanding. 
This may be done by following 
the developments of

Report of the Sub-Committee on 
Alumnae Chapter Programs 


June 30, 1947 


HE FUNCTION of the Sub-Com- 

mittee on Alumnz Chapter Pro- 
grams was to solicit suggestions from 
chapters and distribute these among 
alumnz groups. To this end the Com- 
mittee sent this list of questions to 
each chapter: 


1. Which of the Eight Program 


Areas ate you exploring this. 


year? 

2. Is your chapter resourceful in 
locating materials for the study 
of the various areas? Or has your 
chapter felt the need of more 
specific aids from national ? What 
specific aids are needed? 

3. Do these areas offer sufficient 
interest and possibilities to justify 
their retention for another year 
or so? 

4. If you have not followed one 
of the Eight Program Areas, 
what is your program plan for 
the year? 

5. What research project is your 
group undertaking this year? Is 
this being done by an individual, 
committee, or the group as a 
whole? 

6. How are your programs balanced 
as to professional meetings and 
social meetings? 


program committee alone partici- 
pate in planning the program? 

8. Are your programs of such a 
nature that they attract the in- 
terest of other professional 
groups? Give us an idea of 
these. 

9. Do you feel that regional con- 
ferences would coordinate the 
chapters? What type of program 
would be of most value in such 
a conference? 


It was found that the chapters were 
most interested in teacher recruit- 
ment. Some groups were interested in 
“portraying to the public an adequate 
picture of teachers and teaching.” Cer- 
tain groups emphasized the “facilita- 
tion of the personal and social adjust- 
ment of teachers.” Many chapters were 
studying UNESCO. One chapter es- 
pecially was assisting teachers to uti- 
lize the resources of their community 
and cooperating with various agencies 
seeking the same goals. 

Most chapters felt that they were 
resourceful in locating materials for 
the various areas. It was suggested 
that any program material from Na- 
tional be distributed and discussed at 
Biennial Council so that delegates 
could carry back such information to

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The chapters agreed that the Eight 
Program Areas offered ample possi- 
bilities for study for the present. 
Many chapters undertake no re- 
search apart from that done for the 
specific study area chosen, but some 
chapters carry on definite studies as 
a group, committee, or individually. 
The programs are planned by the 
Executive Board or a Program Com- 
mittee. Usually, the programs are pre- 
sented at an early meeting and the 
final decision on the program is made 
by the chapters. Most meetings are 
preceded or followed by a social period. 
Most chapters have made themselves 
felt in their own local area, either 
by co-sponsoring programs with other 
professional groups, or presenting 
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programs for the public. Most chap. 
ters felt that regional conferences 
would coordinate the chapters, and 
three such conferences were planned 
for this year. Discussion on member. 
ship, improving the status of teach- 
ers, teacher welfare, and helping new 
and cadet teachers was suggested, 

It is hoped that the exchange of 
ideas afforded by the bulletin prepared 
by this committee kept each chapter 
informed on what the other chapters 
were doing, and that ideas were given 
for program planning for another 
year.

Review of Committee Activities 

4 ee work of the Subcommittee on 

Special Projects is concerned with 
the investigation, evaluation, and rec- 
ommendation of service projects to be 
undertaken on a national scale. The 
Committee’s activity has been directed 
towards Pi Lambda Theta goals spe- 
cifically related to its function in the 
whole pattern of the organization. 
These goals are stated in three of the 
seven PURPOSES OF PI LAMBDA 
THETA: 


To work actively to further the 
cause of democratic education 
To encourage intercultural under- 
standing 

To strive for a clear understand- 
ing of local, state, national, and 
international problems and to 
stimulate active participation in 
their solution 

Because of the pressing and im- 
mediate need for aid to educational 
rehabilitation in war devastated coun- 
tries, the efforts of the Committee dur- 
ing the past year have been directed 
largely in this area. 

Pi Lambda Theta was represented 
at two national conferences by a mem- 
ber of the Committee: the National 
Conference on International Educa- 
tional Reconstruction, convened by the 
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Commission for International Edu- 
cational Reconstruction (CIER) in 
Washington, D.C. on November 22- 
23, 1946; and the National Con- 
ference on UNESCO, called by the 
United States National Commission 
for UNESCO in Philadelphia on 
March 24-26, 1947. PROGRAM 
PLANNING BULLETIN NUMBER 
2 (with the accompanying CIER 
BULLETIN) and the article, ‘There 
Is Still Fellowship. . .” in the March 
PI LAMBDA THETA JourRNAL con- 
stitute the report on the CIER meet- 
ing; the REPORT of the UNESCO 
conference was filed with the National 
Office on March 29, 1947. Through 
materials and resources provided by 
these two conferences, the Committee 
has endeavored to set up channels for 
investigation and evaluation of sug- 
gested projects. 

At the CIER meeting, it was de- 
cided in conference with the national 
program chairman, Dr. Agnes Samuel- 
son, that Pi Lambda Theta as a na- 
tional organization of women in edu- 
cation should undertake projects that 
were primarily educational in nature; 
and that, in the light of this, the or- 
ganization could best serve by coop- 
erating in projects designed to help 
teachers in the war devastated coun- 
tries. The most urgent needs of these 
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teachers as outlined by the CIER fall 
into three categories: personal, pro- 
fessional, and financial. Three types of 
project were outlined by the Com- 
mittee to meet these needs: Friend- 
ship Kits sent through the Greek War 
Relief Society, books sent through the 
American Book Center for War Devas- 
tated Libraries, and financial aid to 
Chinese teachers sent through Dr. Len- 
nig Sweet (Program Director, United 
Service to China). 

Approximately one hundred Pi 
Lambda Theta Friendship Kits were 
shipped to Greece. Several chapters 
sent books abroad. Other projects re- 
ported by chapters in this area are: send- 
ing school supplies and books to Nor- 
way, sending books to India, sending 
food packages to displaced Poles in 
Germany, supporting a Belgian war 
orphan, contributing to the World 
Student Service fund, adopting a vil- 
lage in France, giving financial aid 
to displaced persons, sponsoring 
schools in Holland, Belgium, and 
France through the SAVE THE CHIL- 
DREN FEDERATION. No chapters 
reported projects for the collection of 
funds or materials for China. 

Two chapters report that they have 
been of service to other organizations 
in their own communities through shar- 
ing information about sources and 
channels of aid to schools in war devas- 
tated areas. 

Details of specific examples of spe- 
cial projects are filed in Supplementary 
Report Number 1. 


Suggestions for Work of the 
Coming Year 
The Subcommittee on Special Proj- 
ects makes the following suggestions 
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for the work of the coming year: 
A. Individual Action 

1. That each chapter which has 
not already done so set up 
a Chapter Service or Special 
Projects committee. In many 
chapters this might be a sub- 
committee of the Program 
Committee. 

2. That a progress report form 
be prepared to be used by 
chapter project committees 
for keeping the national sub- 
committee on special projects 
informed of details of prog- 
ress in this area. 

3. That each individual person 
and each individual chapter 
be urged to continue to fol- 
low the developments of UN 
and UNESCO and, when the 
occasions and opportunities 
arise, take whatever action 
may be necessary, either in 
carrying out local or national 
program projects, or in work- 
ing for legislation necessary 
to support these organiza- 
tions. 

B. National Action 

1. That the National Program 
and Project Committee con- 
tinue publication of the PRO- 
GRAM PLANNING BUL- 
LETIN. It is suggested that 
consideration be given the 
possibility of making these 
bulletins available to the en- 
tire Pi Lambda Theta mem- 
bership. 

2. That Pi Lambda Theta under- 
take a “home” project in the 
teacher selection area; pos- 
sibly through cooperation 
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with the Teacher Education 
and Professional Standards 
Commission of the National 
Educatien Association. 

3. That aid to education in war 
devastated countries continue 
on the part of individual 
chapters and groups of chap- 
ters (see PROGRAM PLAN- 
NING BULLETIN NUM- 
BER 7); that certain larger 
projects in this area be con- 
sidered as undertakings of the 
entire Pi Lambda Theta mem- 
bership through action by 
the National Board (see Sup- 
plementary Report Number 
2 of the Subcommittee on 
Special Projects for details) ; 
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a. The New School of Budapest, 
Hungary, under the direction 
of Dr. Elizabeth Baranyai.1 

b. The demonstration school in 
Vienna, Austria, under the 
direction of Mrs. Robert 
Plank.? 

c. Certain selected teachers and/ 
or schools in Germany, under 
the guidance of Dr. Marian 
Edman of the Education and 
Religious Affairs Branch of 
the American Military Gov- 
ernment.

Recommendations for Action by 
Council and the Board 

1. That the Fifteenth Biennial 
Council pass a resolution recog- 
nizing the high priority of aid 
to educational reconstruction in 
war devastated countries, endors- 
ing the work of the Commission 
for International Educational Re- 
construction, and urging the 
members of Pi Lambda Theta to 
cooperate fully with the Com- 
mission. 

2. That the, National Board be au- 
thorized to take action upon 
three of the four projects men- 
tioned in the PROGRAM PLAN- 
NING BULLETIN NUMBER 7, 
such action to be outlined in de- 
tail in the Special Projects Sub- 
committee’s Supplementary Re- 
port Number 2. These projects 
concern the following: 


“According to the best advice that we 
can secure from the State Department 
and relief sources in the past two or 
three days, it would probably be ad- 
visable for you to withhold any direct 
aid to your school in Hungary at this 
time. For instance, you may have seen 
the AP dispatch in the June 12 papers 
that Dr. Harold Snyder, Director of 
CIER, who desired to enter Hungary to 
discuss their need with cultural leaders, 
was refused admission. In the light of 
this action and the political situation, I 
think time is the best answer to your 
question.” 

*On June 10, 1947, Mrs. Robert Plank 


wrote us as follows: 


“In recent news from Vienna Mr. 
Tesarek mentioned that he would like to 
know if possible six months before my 
coming, to get a building in shape. So 
it looks that if everything works out as 
we hope, I might be leaving early in 
1948. The only thing that is somewhat 
difficult to judge at the present is how 
the recent political tension might in- 
fluence the decisions of our State Depart- 
ment. Let's try to be optimistic, though.” 











Report of the Committee 
on Unified Research 


Yune 30, 1047 


HE COMMITTEE on Unified Re- 

search, a sub-committee of the pro- 
gtam committee, was authorized by 
the 1946 council meeting of Pi Lambda 
Theta, to serve as a center for partici- 
pation in research projects on a na- 
tional scale. At that time two research 
projects were suggested: The Profes- 
sional Woman Educator's Responsi- 
bility for Elderly Dependents and 
Teacher Retention. The Council con- 
sidered these the two problems of 
importance to all who are teaching or 
who plan to teach. 

Dr. Gertrude Hildreth, working 
with Dr. Helen Walker, formulated an 
outline for the problem The Profes- 
sional Woman Educator's Responsi- 
bility for Elderly Dependents. Dr. Hil- 
dreth and Dr. Walker gave this out- 
line to Pi Lambda Theta to be used 
in any way that would promote such 
a study. 

It was hoped by the Council and the 
Committee on Unified Research that 
either some graduate student, working 
with one or more chapters of Pi Lamb- 
da Theta, or several chapters working 
together under direction, would carry 
On research on one or both of these 
suggested projects, or on some other 
research problem of general interest 
to education. Members of the com- 
mittee talked to students and faculty 
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members in various graduate schools 
about undertaking such a study and 
one Pi Lambda Theta program plan- 
ning bulletin was given to suggestions 
concerning research projects. 

It may have been that the informa- 
tion concerning this research commit- 
tee reached the chapters after their 
year’s program had been planned and 
after all graduate students had decided 
upon their research projects. What- 
ever the reason, no individual and no 
chapter has undertaken the study of 
Elderly Dependents. One chapter 
(Beta Chapter of Syracuse University) 
has been studying the problem, 
Teacher Retention. They have been 
“trying to find out what considerations 
other than failure to succeed make 
young teachers drop out after only 
one or two years.” Alpha Beta Chapter 
is sponsoring the doctorate research 
study being done by Frances Kline, 
one of its members. Her thesis sub- 
ject is: Satisfactions and Annoyances 
in Teaching. She will present the find- 
ings of her study as soon as possible. 

The Chicago Alumnze Chapter, 
with Mrs. Opal Robinson, chairman 
of the research committee, is studying 
the problem: Teacher Training and 
Recruitment. The objective of the 
study is “to acquaint the organization 
with the standards that prevail in the 
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Colleges concerning selection of candi- 
dates for training and placement.” 
These three research studies, when 
finished should be of a great deal of 
interest to all Pi Lambda Theta mem- 
bets. 
The Committee on Unified Research 
has raised several questions this year 
which should be clarified before 
another committee takes over the work. 
There has been the question as to 
whether or not research done by dif- 
ferent chapters, even though unified 
by a graduate student on the doctoral 
level, might not be too scattered and 
pethaps too uneven to qualify as re- 
search, This would depend largely 
upon the plan of study and upon the 
ability of a graduate student to co- 
ordinate it. To make the study truly 
significant it should probably be on 
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the level of a master’s or doctor's 
thesis. However, it seems as if a com- 
mendable piece of research could be 
done by a group of undergraduates, if 
a graduate student or professor guided 
the work. The studies by Beta Chapter 
and by the Chicago Alumne will 
doubtless prove this. 

The Committee is agreed that re- 
search should have a real place in the 
program of Pi Lambda Theta. Cer- 
tainly the subject of teacher retention 
is of paramount interest today, and 
there are many other problems relative 
to teaching and the teaching profession 
which should be studied, and by which 
Pi Lambda Theta could make a sig- 
nificant contribution to education.

c. Announcement of the eleventh 
annual reading conference at 
Claremont College, sponsored 
by the Alpha Iota Chapter of 
Pi Lambda Theta, this an- 
nouncement was followed by 
a prospectus of their annual 
yearbook on reading 

d. A report on proposed national 
projects 

e. A three-page report on new 
features of the Pi Lambda 
Theta JOURNAL, designed to 
interest organizations in sub- 
scribing to this outstanding 
magazine 

f. An announcement re Women 
in the Professions, 1945 Pi 
Lambda Theta research study. 


The Committee plans to. issue simi- 
lar editions in January and August of 
each year. 

The Committee would welcome sug- 
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gestions from chapters concerning the 
format and content of the Newsletters. 
Information concerning chapter proj- 
ects which would be of interest to 
other educational organizations is es- 
pecially desired. 


Recommendations Concerning Pub- 
lic Relations Activities of Local 
Chapters 

The Committee would like to sub- 

mit the following recommendations 
concerning public relations activities of 
local chapters. 
It is recommended that: 
1. The basic principles outlined in 
the 1946 report be observed in 
the planning and execution of 
public relations programs. 
a. It is recognized that the most 
effective public relations work 
is not that which is done by 
a public relations agency but 
that which is done by those 
executive boards and commit- 
tees which plan and carry 
through 
(1) Worthwhile activities 
which contribute to the 
profession of education 
or to the solution of the 
professional problems of 
women 

(2) Activities which increase 
the number and strength 
of  interrelationships 
among Pi Lambda Theta 
chapters 

(3) Activities which increase 
the number and strength 
of interrelationships be- 
tween Pi Lambda Theta 
and other organizations 
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within the nation and 
within the local com- 
munity which are de- 
voted to similar pur- 
poses 
b. Public relations materials de- 
veloped and released by the 
Committee should be directed 
toward a selected audience, 
comprising 
(1) other educational organi- 
zations 
(2) other organizations of 
professional women 
c. The content of public relations 
releases should be limited to 
materials which would be of 
genuine interest and value to 
other organizations 
d. Public relations _releases 
should, whenever possible, be 
of a type which would stimu- 
late contributions by other or- 
ganizations to certain major 
purposes of Pi Lambda Theta, 
e.g. rectuitment of excellent 
teachers, development of inter- 
cultural understandings, etc. 


. Responsibility for public rela- 


tions activities be specifically 
assigned to some member of each 
executive board. This member 
should capitalize upon the public 
relations aspects of the organi- 
zation’s activities. Widespread 
publicity given to a few activities 
which have news appeal will have 
greater effect than a routine pro- 
gram of publicizing all activities. 
This member should also assume 
responsibility for seeing that 
items in the national Newsletter 
are reprinted or summarized in 
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chapter newsletters, college news- from a public relations point of view 
papers, university alumni jour- of: 
nals, organs of local and regional 1. The continued high quality of

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Report of the Finance Committee 


Yune 30, 1947 


HE 1946 Biennial Council author- 

ized the National Board to deter- 
mine whether or not the Council fee 
should be changed. The Board felt that 
so vital a question could not be ade- 
quately settled in the three days after 
Council, so it was referred to the 
Finance Committee for further investi- 
gation. The Council fee, then, has been 
the main concern of this Committee. 

In the fall the chairman sent a 

letter to the Committee members 
which: 

1. Summarized the Council back- 
ground: Dr. Hall’s figures per- 
taining to the Council fee; the 
discussion group’s recommenda- 
tion; Dr. Walker's suggestion; 
the Council’s reactions. 

2. Analyzed chapters as to size for 
a possible graduated fee. 

3. Presented three methods of rais- 
ing additional monies with the 
pros and cons of each method: 
(a) per capita assessment; (b) 
graduated fees based on chapter 
membership; (c) increased na- 
tional initiation fee. 


Reactions from the Committee mem- 
bers were too divergent to form the 
basis of a definite recommendation. 
Therefore a letter was sent to all Board 
members and chapter presidents pre- 
senting the whole question in detail. 
Your chairman had two purposes in 
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mind in preparing this letter: 

1. To acquaint the membership as a 
whole with the problem, so that 
delegates would be better in- 
formed and would be able to vote 
more competently, knowing their 
chapters’ viewpoints. 

2. To secure additional methods of 
raising funds. 

An analysis of the chapter replies 
(about 25) showed definite trends of 
thinking: 

1. The Council expenses should be 
considered as an integral part of 
the budget. 

2. A graduated fee based on mem- 
bership is most desirable, with 
chapters grouped into three cate- 
gories. 

a. A few chapters suggested that 
active members, only, be used 
as the basis for calculating 
size. 

3. A desire for definite figures for 
comparative study of the amounts 
to be raised by each of the three 
suggested methods. 

The Committee will present such 
data to the chairman of a discussion 
group for an expression of opinion to 
guide the Board in making a final de- 
cision.

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Report of the Nominating 


Committee, 


Fo THE coming biennium, the 
Nominating Committee has the 
honor of presenting the names of five 
persons, two vice presidents having 
been authorized by the chapters for 
election this year in addition to the 
other three officers which the Constitu- 
tion had designated for replacement:

These selections were made by the 
committee from a list of 42 persons, 
26 of them having been submitted by 
chapters only, 11 by individuals only, 
and 5 by both chapters and individuals. 

The Committee began work at the 
Council in Greeley. Chapters were 
written in late September for the 
names of possible nominees, and the 
responses were rather well in by De- 
cember first. From the review of all 
the nomination sheets, each committee 
member made a selection, with several 
choices for every office. The chairman 
carried the chief responsibility for con-

tacts with the proposed nominees and 
for decisions as certain nominees found 
acceptance impossible. Two letters were 
sent to chapter presidents and National 
Board members during February and 
March to announce the five nominees. 
The May JOURNAL also carried an an- 
nouncement. 

The Committee profited by the rec- 
ommiendations made last year that the 
chairman be appointed at the Council 
and that the chapters be asked for 
their suggestions in the early fall. The 
suggestion that a nominee’s willing- 
ness to serve be indicated on the origi- 
nal blank also proved useful. The 
Committee believes it would be desir- 
able to continue these practices. 

It is also suggested that all who send 
in nomination blanks fill them out com- 
pletely and discerningly; they are the 
committee’s chief source of informa- 
tion.

Report of the Committee on 
Extension, Yune 30, 1947 


ECAUSE OF the absence of its chair- 

mian from New York for the lat- 

ter half of the year it was not possible 

to hold meetings of the committee 

whose members are resident in the 
East. 

One new alumnz chapter has been 
installed during the year, at San Jose, 
California. The initiative taken by 
Northern California Alumnz Chapter 
in sponsoring the formation of this 
new chapter and in contributing a con- 
siderable proportion of its members 
is an illustration of a most effective 
type of extension activity. The Exten- 
sion Committee can take no credit for 
the promotion of this chapter, but it 
rejoices in the unselfish vision of 
Northern California Alumnz which 
could see the welfare of the national 
association and of the members in 
San Jose as of more importance than 
the length of its own chapter roll, and 
which also understood the helpful- 
Ness, cooperation, and mutual rein- 
forcement which neighboring chapters 
can extend to each other. 

Preliminary steps have been taken 
toward the foundation of two new col- 
lege chapters. At Texas State College 
for Women the Mary Lyon Club 
formed for the avowed purpose of 
petitioning for a charter of Pi Lambda 
Theta, and enthusiastically supported 
by the faculty has been in existence for 
nearly two years. A faculty member 
from the University of Colorado was 
in attendance at the 1946 Biennial 
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Council in Greeley in order to learn 
more about our organization and the 
method of establishing a chapter. An 
Education Club was formed at the 
University of Colorado early in the faut 
of 1946 and now reports that it has 
conducted an active professional pro- 
gram for one year and is ready to take 
the next steps toward petitioning for 
a charter. 

Preliminary correspondence has been 
carried on with administrators or fac- 
ulty members in three other uni- 
versities, and with alumnz members 
who have inquired about the possibility 
of establishing a chapter in two more. 
This correspondence is still of too 
tentative a nature to make it seem wise 
to name the institutions 

The prospect for growth of new 
alumnae chapters is excellent. In the 
East informal alumnz groups have 
met in Albany, New York, New 
York City, and Washington, D.C, 
each with the expectation of be- 
coming an alumnz chapter ultimately. 
None of these groups is large at pres- 
ent but each one represents devotion 
to Pi Lambda Theta and faith in its 
purposes, each one reports a high de- 
gree of enthusiasm on the part of 
those members who participated, and 
some very superior programs, A rather 
large and enthusiastic group of mem- 
bers in Long Beach, California, held a 
meeting in May at which it was de- 
cided to proceed with plans for organ- 
izing an alumnz chapter. It has been 
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the privilege of the chairman of the 
Extension Committee to meet with the 
groups in Washington, D.C., and in 
Long Beach. Report has come from 
Puerto Rico and Toronto that several 
members have met informally, but so 
far as is known at present there are 
not yet enough members resident in 
either place for the formation of a 
chapter. Each of these groups would 
heartily welcome additional members 
and it would be a service to the na- 
tional association if chapters and in- 
dividuals would report to the national 
office or the Extension Committee 
names of members interested in affilia- 
tion. 

Correspondence has been carried on 
with individual members in four other 
cities about the possible formation of 
an alumnz chapter, and to some of 
these questionnaire blanks have been 
furnished. 

A set of forms outlining the pro- 
cedure for forming a college chapter 
and a single form covering the pro- 
cedure for an alumnz chapter are now 
available in the national office. For 
several years Extension Committees 
have worked over these procedures, and 
at its meeting in Greeley last summer 
the National Board gave its final ap- 
proval to the forms and authorized 
their printing. 

The national office also now has 
a supply of individual questionnaire 
forms which can be mailed to members 
in any given community to obtain the 
names of persons who are ready to 
participate in organizing a new chapter 
and such information as the type of 
program in which they are interested, 
the times at which they could meet, 
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and the responsibilities they are will- 
ing to undertake. The national office 
will at the request of one or more 
sponsoring members send these forms 
to all members resident in a given com- 
munity for whom addresses are avail- 
able, thus greatly reducing the burden 
of preliminary correspondence in con- 
nection with the formation of a chap- 
ter. 

A question which has been raised 
in a number of the letters received by 
the Committee has to do with the mat- 
ter of expense to be incurred by the 
new chapter while its roll is still small. 
The few devoted members who carry 
the responsibility of organizing the 
chapter may hesitate also to carry the 
financial responsibility of paying the 
charter fee and the Council fee. Inas- 
much as growth is essential to the wel- 
fare of the national association it is 
suggested that the Council and the 
National Board consider the possibility 
of lightening the financial burden of 
the charter members of alumnz chap- 
ters. One possibility might be the pro- 
vision of a national loan fund from 
which the petitioning groups could 
borrow to meet the expenses of in- 
stallation, with provision for repay- 
ment spread over a number of years 
and shared by the entire membership 
of the chapter and not merely by the 
charter members. This help is espe- 
cially needed in the larger cities where 
there is a long list of potential mem- 
bers most of whom are not known to 
the organizing group, so that corre- 
spondence is an expensive item.

Report of Committee on Studies 
and Awards, Yune 30, 1947 


it pxsere February announcements 
were printed, form letters pre- 
pared, and publicity mailed to editors 
of 147 publications, chairmen to de- 
partments of education, psychology and 
sociology in 215 colleges and univer- 
sities, and directors of organizations 
concerned with women’s interests, and 
to 63 national officers and chapter pres- 
idents of Pi Lambda Theta. 

To July 1, 1947, inquiries had been 
received and answered from 36 per- 
sons and agencies. Announcements, in 
addition to those above mentioned, 
had been sent to 30 persons who had 
written for information concerning the 
1946 Awards and indicated that they 
would be interested in receiving infor- 
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mation concerning future Awards. 
Most of the inquiries were for infor- 
mation as to the type of material which 
would be considered and the form in 
which Award studies should be sub- 
mitted. Some inquiries were received 
concerning studies which had received 
awards in previous years. 

By July 1, 1947, one study had been 
submitted. When other studies arrive, 
the studies will be reviewed by the 
Committee on Studies and Awards, and 
it is expected that the Committee's 
recommendation will be made to the 
National Board by August 15.

HERE were four studies submitted, 
as compared with eleven for the 
year 1946. They are as follows: 


The Senior Partnership in Marriage by 
Marie Elizabeth Briggs, Apt. 8J, 128 Ft.

The Stereotype of the Single Woman in 
American Novels: A Social Study with 
Implications for the Education of Women 
by Mrs. Dorothy Y. Deegan, Desk 6, Room 
311, Teachers College of Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York 27, N.Y. 276 p. plus 
appendix and bibliography. 

Creative Activity in Girls League by 
Dorothy W. Gooding, P.O. Box 423, Chula 
Vista, Calif. 347 p. 


Two of the four studies were specifi- 
cally related to “the professional prob- 
lems and contributions of women,”’ the 
field for which the Pi Lambda Theta 
award is designated. The other two, by 
Mrs. Anderson and Miss Briggs, while 
dealing with matters of interest to 
women—one professional and one 
personal—seemed less definitely re- 
lated to the field and the purpose of 
the award. They were, however, re- 
ceived on equal terms with the others. 

The Committee recommends only 
one study for the award: The Stereo- 
type of the Single Woman in American 
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Novels: A Social Study with Implica- 
tions for the Education of Women by 
Mrs. Dorothy Y. Deegan. This study 
was submitted as a dissertation in 
partial fulfillment of the requirements 
for the Ph. D. degree to the Faculty 
of Philosophy at Columbia University 
this spring. Negotiations are already 
underway to secure publication of the 
manuscript in book form within the 
next calendar year. The study, says 
Mrs. Deegan, “reveals substantial evi- 
dence of a derogatory social attitude 
toward women who do not marry, an 
attitude expressed in a stereotype which 
persists long after the actual facts have 
changed. The investigator believes that 
novels and novelists have, unwittingly, 
by repetition of certain fiction-formu- 
lae, reinforced this attitude in the so- 
cial mind. The findings show a marked 
discrepancy between the actual con- 
tribution which single women have 
made to American society and the 
composite portrait of them in Ameri- 
can fiction.” 

The obligation of education, there- 
fore, the study concludes, is threefold: 
“first, to inform and enlighten society 
of the facts concerning this important 
minority group; second, to clarify cer- 
tain issues in the minds of those di- 
rectly responsible for the education of 
women; and third, to enable the indi- 
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vidual girl or woman to recognize a 
basic truth of her existence amid the 
welter and confusion of social attitudes 
and pressures.” 

In method, the study combines that 
of sociological and psychological re- 
search. In the opinion of the Com- 
mittee this is a useful study, socially 
and educationally. It is thoughtful, 
honest, and well-written. It is one in 
which Pi Lambda Theta can take pride 
in sharing. 

In conclusion, the Committee would 
like to call attention to two significant 
facts: one, the very small number of 
studies submitted for the Award, in 
spite of the best publicity our resources 
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afforded. This is a most unfortunate 
situation, when a research area at once 
so wide and so significant brings forth 
only four competitors. The other point 
is that two Pi Lambda Thetans served 
as counselors on the winning study and 
urged the author to submit it for the 
award, 

Is this practice one which can be 
multiplied? Pi Lambda Thetans are ad- 
vising students in institutions through- 
out the whole country. Can we find a 
way not only to reward authors, but 
to encourage them as well?

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Report of the Committee 
on the Revision of the ‘Book of 


Ceremonies, Yune 30, 19.47 


HORTLY after the National Bien- 

nial Council, which was held at 
Greeley, Colorado, in August, 1946, 
our president, May Seagoe, asked Elsie 
B. Cantwell to serve as chairman of 
this Committee. It has been a stimulat- 
ing and worthwhile experience. All the 
work of the committee has been done 
through correspondence. There has 
been no opportunity for the discussion 
of problems. Despite this situation 
every member of the group has been 
prompt to reply to requests made by 
the chairman, giving thoughtful, ana- 
lytical suggestions and criticisms. The 
revised book, which is now in your 
hands, is the result of group thinking 
and action. 

The plan, as carried out, was first 
to present to each Committee member 
suggestions which had previously been 
submitted by certain members of the 
association. Each one was asked to re- 
view the 1939 edition of the Book of 
Ceremonies with these suggestions in 
mind and to contribute her own ideas 
as well, bearing in mind a book which 
would meet present day professional 
trends and needs. Letters were then 
sent to each member of the National 
Board and each chapter throughout the 
country asking for suggestions and 
criticisms. Responses were received 
from twelve chapters, four National 





Board members and all members of 
the Committee, i 
The actual rewriting of each part 
of the book was equally divided among 
members of the group. Copies of all 
suggestions received were placed in 
their hands. The criticisms were ex- 
cellent, showing careful analysis and 
were most helpful in indicating to the 
committee significant material which 
should go into the revised edition. 

The book was assembled and edited 
by a Pi Lambda Thetan prepared to 
do this work. It was sent to the na- 
tional office for distribution among 
chapters, National Board and Com- 
mittee members, in order that all might 
have an opportunity to study it. 
Through this plan the Committee feels 
that every member has had an op- 
portunity to express an opinion and 
the democratic process has been 
achieved. After action has been taken 
at the Biennial Council the Committee 
hopes to produce a book of smaller 
size with larger print. The thought 
was to have a cover of blue using let- 
ters of gold and a gold key, our em- 
blem, somewhere on the cover. 

The suggestions made called for 
both additions and deletions in the ma- 
terial. It is realized this material as 
presented is the result of majority 
opinion. It is also recognized that some 
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of our membership may not be entirely 
in agreement but it is hoped that care- 
ful consideration may be given to the 
report. The book is presented as a 
guide, to use if it is desired. The Com- 
mittee realizes differences in the tra- 
ditions of each chapter. The work has 
been done with that thought in mind. 
Ceremonies which have been tradition- 
ally used by chapters may be preferred. 
It is the hope of the Committee that 
the book will be of service. 

The work has been challenging. 
Members of the Committee have met 
together in spirit, if not in reality, to 
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carry on this project. All have benefited 
by the exchange of ideas. Certainly, 
members have been bound more closely 
together by a common bond—the de- 
sire to serve Pi Lambda Theta more 
effectively.

Report of the Committee on 
Revision of the Constitution

HE DELEGATES to the Fourteenth 

Biennial Council requested that the 
life membership fee be increased from 
twenty-five dollars to forty dollars, and 
accordingly the Committee on Revi- 
sion of the Constitution proposed an 
amendment to Article XI, Section 7, 
and to Article XVI, Section 1. The 
delegates also expressed informal ap- 
proval of increasing the size of the 
National Board, and the Board itself 
instructed the Committee to formu- 
late amendments providing for two 
additional vice-presidents. _Amend- 


ments to Article XIII were drawn up to 
effect this end. All these amendments 
were approved by the chapters and be- 
came effective March 15, 1947. 

The Committee has also considered 
the general nature of constitutional 
changes which might be called for in 
order to confer a charter upon a group 
outside the continental United States 
but sees no reason for proposing such 
amendments at the present time.

Loans and Fellowships

fb Committee on Loans and Fel- 
lowships, appointed in 1946 dur- 
ing the Fourteenth Biennial Council, 
for the purpose of exploring the most 
effective use of the organization’s life 
membership fund, has studied the mat- 
ter and reported its opinions to the 
chairman through correspondence. 
All members of the Committee indi- 
cated approval of a more liberal policy 
in the use of this fund. It was evident 
that though a majority favored con- 
tinuation of the lending function, the 
members believed the fund should 
no longer be limited to this use. Most 
of the group favored consideration of 
an award in recognition of some serv- 
ice to education, or to women, or to 
Pi Lambda Theta. It was apparent that 
somewhat greater freedom of the ad- 
ministrative group to utilize a portion 
of this fund for educational projects 
was favored, though the danger of de- 
pleting these slender resources was 
stressed by several. Some of the Com- 
mittee urged that a vigorous effort be 
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made to build up this fund, while at 
the same time endeavoring to increase 
interest in its use for smaller loans to 
more women. It was also suggested 
that borrowing be limited to members 
of Pi Lambda Theta as long as the 
fund remains small. 

Two of the Committee proposed that 
scholarships be granted from this re- 
source, but the majority did not ad- 
vocate any such use. Some anxiety was 
shown lest the fund, actually a trust in 
perpetuity, in one sense, become avail- 
able for defraying current administra- 
tive expense. This, though a negative 
reaction, is reported here because it 
offsets, to a certain extent, the liberal 
attitude expressed by the entire Com- 
mittee, that the administrative group 
should be permitted a greater amount 
of discretion in the spending of the 
life membership fund.

pens of the 1946 Award 
study, Glimpses of Women's Polit- 
ical Activities in an Occupied Coun- 
try by Helga Stene, was approved by 
the Fourteenth Biennial Council. The 
National Board, therefore, moved that 
a Committee on Occasional Publica- 
tions be appointed to investigate the 
techniques for publishing the Stene 
manuscript as the first of a series of 
research monographs or as an article 
in Harpers or The Atlantic Monthly. 

In the fall, Katharine Pease arranged 
to have the manuscript read by Mr. 
Ordway Tead, one of Harpers’ editors 
and later by Mrs. Allen of Harpers 
Magazine. Both felt that the material 
was significant and interesting but that 
there was no longer a demand on the 
part of the public for materials re- 
lated to the war. The Atlantic Monthly 
refused the manuscript for the same 
reason. 

Mr. C. A. Peerenboom of the 
George Banta Press was asked con- 
cerning the possibility of publishing a 
series of research monographs of which 
the Stene manuscript would be the 
first. The following paragraphs are 
quoted from his reply: 

“We are sincerely sorry to say 
that we are quite unable to take on 
any new business at this time. 

“There is a very serious and criti- 
cal shortage of paper in sight which 


threatens to force a partial shut- 
down of our plant beginning late in 
February and running possibly un- 
til May. We can see no way to avoid 
it and by the time the shortage has 
been relieved there is certain to be 
a great volume of backed-up work 
to be cared for. How long it will 
take us to get into the clear again is 
impossible to predict. Hence, it is 
only the part of common sense for 
us to refrain from making new com- 
mitments, even when the work is as 
attractive to us as that which you 
describe.” 

Mr. Peerenboom agreed later, how- 
ever, to review the situation and report 
about July 1. 

Since no 6éther publishers whose 
work possessed the merit essential to a 
series of research studies to be spon- 
sored by Pi Lambda Theta could be 
found, the Committee agreed unani- 
mously that the publication of the 
Stene manuscript should be indefinitely 
delayed. 

In the meantime, Aasta Stene, had 
advised in a telephone conversation 
from New York City, from which she 
was sailing for Norway, that her sister, 
Helga, would have the manuscript re- 
vised for publication by the end of the 
summer.

To CONTINUITY of the program 

of the Committee on Political Ac- 

tion was interrupted during the past 
year by a change in chairmanship 
necessitated by the resignation of Miss 

Lovina Wilson because of ill health.

In order that the program already 
launched as indicated by the above 
list may be further augmented the fol- 
lowing questions are offered for con- 
sideration and discussion at Council in 
Portland:

Report of the Officers’

ass COMMITTEE to revise the Offi- 
cers’ Handbook held its first meet- 
ing early in January, 1947. The 
major outline of the 1937 edition 
seemed to be well organized, and it 
was decided to leave it as it was and 
to make any additions or deletions 
within that general framework. 

The first part of March, 1947, a 
letter was sent to the members of the 
National Board and the chapter presi- 
dents asking that thoughtful consid- 
eration be given to the utilization of 
the Handbook. Many helpful sugges- 
tions for improving its usefulness were 
sent to the Committee. These ideas 
were appreciated and many were in- 
corporated in the revision. 

During several meetings the com- 
mittee went over the Handbook page 
by page. There are several suggested 
additions that the Committee feels will 
be most helpful: 

1. The “Statement of Principles” 
from the October Supplement, “Days 
to Come.” 

2. The “Instrument of Self-Evalua- 
tion by a Chapter” from the same 
source. 
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3. A section on the relationship be- 
tween the college and alumnz chap- 
ters. 

The Committee is recommending 
that an appendix appear at the back 
of the Handbook. It would be de- 
sirable, the Committee feels, if this 
appendix could be set up in such a 
way that samples of all available forms 
could be placed in a pocket in loose- 
leaf form. With a system such as 
this, new forms could be added and 
old ones discarded without necessitat- 
ing major changes in the Handbook. 
Key and certificate order blanks, trans- 
fer cards, personal record cards, etc., 
would be included in this appendix. 

Some editorial changes have been 
suggested and other sections in refer- 
ence to the revised Constitution 
brought up-to-date. 

The revised manuscript is now in 
the hands of the Executive Secretary, 
Virginia Sahs, who has been most co- 
operative. Her help is deeply appreci- 
ated by the Committee.

semen the present biennium the 
editorial staff has been responsi- 
ble for six issues of the Journal. These 
were entitled “Education and the 
Peace,” “Prejudice and the Peace,” 
“Pj Lambda Theta and the Peace,” 
“Women and the Peace,”’ “Education 
as a Profession for Women,” and 
“Challenge of the Atomic Age.” To 
these six issues there were fifty-two 
contributors—23 men and 29 women. 
Of the 29 women the staff is certain 
that 15 were Pi Lambda Thetans. 
Others may be but the editors had no 
means of checking this. These contribu- 
tors represented nine countries: the 
United States, the Philippines, China, 
Yugoslavia, Hawaii, Norway, Austria, 
Canada, and Holland. They also repre- 
sented eleven states from the United 
States: Illinois, New York, Washing- 
ton, California, Kansas, Colorado, 
Minnesota, Ohio, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, and Pennsylvania. Many other 
countries and states were mentioned 
in the special features. Of our con- 
tributors three were government offi- 
cials in various countries and in the 
United States; 31 were educators— 
universities, colleges, and public 
schools; 3 were authors; 1 was a min- 
ister; 4 were in business; 3 were 
scientists; 3 were students; and 4 were 
housewives. In the six issues 34 books, 
15 magazine articles, and 3 pamphlets 
were reviewed. 

Seventy women outstanding in their 
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contribution to their country and to the 
world were discussed in “Women in 
the News.” Among these were Nobel 
Prize winners, novelists, congress 
women, deans, directors of personnel 
bureaus, educators in Korea, China, and 
other countries, playwriters, psycholo- 
gists, newspaper people, pathologists, 
authors, women in office of the mili- 
tary government, and engineers. These 
women fepresented many foreign 
countries and many states in our own 
country. It was impossible to analyze 
how many of these were members of 
Pi Lambda Theta, though many names 
mentioned were known as Pi Lambda 
Thetans to members of the editorial 
board. 

Of the 62 chapters listed in the 
Journal, the six issues in the features, 
Coast to Coast and Program Notes, 
had made mention of the materials 
from 42 chapters. 

For the first time in the history of 
the Journal an Index was published. 
The Pi Chapter of Pullman, Washing- 
ton, is responsible for this excellent 
piece of work. Mention must also be 
made of the fact that much of our art 
work in the Journal was done by stu- 
dents in the art department of the 
University under the supervision of 
Pauline Johnson, Art Professor, Uni- 
versity of Washington. 

The October issue of the Journal 
will be devoted to Council. The theme 
of this issue will be “Strengthening

the Teaching Profession.” The last 
issue for the biennium will be devoted 
to “Children Around the World.”

lTlinutes of the Fifteenth 
Biennial Councel 


August 10-13, 1047 


Sunday, August 10 
ij pe Fifteenth Biennial Council, 
held at Reed College, Portland, 
Oregon, was called to order at 8:20 
P.M. Sunday, August 10, by the Presi- 
dent, May V. Seagoe. 

President Seagoe introduced the 
members of the Committee on Ar- 
rangements, Evelyn Reed Powell, Edna 
Hollenbeck, and Shannon Pettinger; 
the Chairman of the Exhibit Commit- 
tee Helen Clapp; and members of the 
National Board. 

President Seagoe then introduced 
President Peter H. Odegard of Reed 
College, who spoke on the theme, 
Teaching in a World Community, first 
discussing the basic nature of man and 
then proposing ways in which teachers 
may promote education for living in a 
world community. The complete ad- 
dress is carried elsewhere in the Pi 
Lambda Theta Journal. 


Monday, August 11 
MORNING SESSION 

The first General Session was called 
to order at 9:30 A.M. by the President, 
who spoke briefly about the legislative 
function of the Council and the re- 
sponsibility of delegates to be present 
at all meetings. Emma Seaton (Detroit 
Alumnz) presented the Report of the 
Committee on Credentials, stating that 


10 national officers, 63 delegates in- 
cluding 5 alternates, and 31 visitors in 
addition to those from local chapters 
were present, and that the Committee 
recommended that all credentials be 
accepted. Since there was no objection, 
the Committee recommendation was 
accepted. 

The Parliamentarian, Thelma Chis- 
holm, instructed delegates on proce- 
dures according to Robert's Rules of 
Order. It was agreed that reports to 
which there were no objections from 
the floor would be automatically ac- 
cepted. Geraldine Johnston presented 
the Minutes of the Fourteenth Biennial 
Council which had been included in 
the Supplement to the October, 1946, 
Journal. Since there was no objection, 
the minutes were accepted as printed. 

President Seagoe gave the Report of 
the President, stressing new constitu- 
tional amendments, growth in coopera- 
tion with other organizations, accele- 
ration of the extension program, and 
the upward trend in membership for 
1946-1947. 

Agnes Samuelson presented the Re- 
port of the First Vice*President ; Mabel 
Snedaker the Report of the Second 
Vice-President, together with certain 
recommendations on chapter visits; 
and Josephine Fugate the Report of 
the Third Vice-President. 
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Clara Stallard gave the Report of 
the Treasurer, and Helen Walker the 
Report of the Consultant. 

Geraldine Johnston presented the 
Report of the Executive Secretary, pre- 
pared by the former Executive Secre- 
tary, Virginia Sahs. Points emphasized 
were the new system of dues collection 
inaugurated during the year, the in- 
creased volume of mailing done 
through the National Office, and the 
increase in membership for 1946-1947. 
Tables covering initiates by chapters, 
members paying national annual dues, 
members paying dues in 1946 which 
were credited toward 1946-1947, classi- 
fied membership for a five-year period, 
and transfers were summarized briefly. 

In the absence of the Editor, Vir- 
ginia Lee Block, the Report of the 
Journal Editor was read by Emma Bell 
Stadden (Washington Alumnz); in 
the absence of Alice Hayden, Harriett 
Batie (Zeta) presented the Report of 
the Journal Committee. 

In the absence of Bess Goodykoontz, 
Katherine Clarke, nominee for the of- 
fice of vice-president presented the 
Report of the Committee on Studies 
and Awards and read a supplementary 
statement from the Committee, an- 
nouncing the 1947 award to Dorothy 
Yost Deegan of New York for her 
doctoral study, The Stereotype of the 
Single Woman in American Novels. 

In the absence of Helen Bragdon, 
Beulah Van Wagenen, past president, 
read the Report of the Loan Fund 
Board, pointing out the two loans 
withdrawn during the year, the one 
paid in full, and the other of $1,600 
still outstanding. Clara Stallard, Treas- 
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urer, presented the Report of the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

Josephine Fugate, Third Vice-Presi- 
dent, gave the Report of the History 
Committee. Mabel Snedaker, Second 
Vice-President, gave the Report of the 
Committee on Occasional Publications, 
with the recommendation that the mat- 
ter of publication of the Stene manu- 
script be referred to the National Board 
for further action. In the absence of 
Elsie Cantwell, Katharine Foulke, one 
of the National Founders, presented 
the Report of the Committee on the 
Revision of the Book of Ceremonies. 

Helen Clapp (Portland Alumnz) 
gave the Report of the Exhibit Com- 
mittee, thanking those chapters which 
had contributed materials which would 
help other chapters in stimulating pro- 
gram interest, and inviting delegates 
to attend the chapter scrapbook exhibit. 

Agnes Samuelson, First Vice-Presi- 
dent, read the Report of the Program 
and Project Committee. She then in- 
troduced the chairmen of the subcom- 
mittees on program: Lettie Trefz (In- 
dianapolis Alumnz) summarized the 
Report of the Subcommittee -on 
Alumnae Chapter Programs ; Katharine 
Pease, nominee for the office of vice- 
president, read the Report of the Sub- 
committee on Special Projects; An- 
netta James (San Diego Alumnz), 
in the absence of Grace Wilson, pre- 
sented the Report of the Subcommittee 
on Unified Research. Agnes Samuelson 
then commended the work of the Sub- 
committee on College Chapter Pro- 
grams under the chairmanship of 
Adelle Land (Alpha Nu). 

President Seagoe suggested that, 
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since the time remaining in the morn- 
ing session was limited, all reports not 
yet presented be postponed for presen- 
tation at a special session beginning at 
1:45 P.M. Since there was no objec- 
tion, the change in program was ac- 
cepted. 

The President introduced Katharine 
Foulke, one of the National Founders. 
Miss Foulke read a Memorial Statement 
to Mary Maude McBroom (see page 
71) prepared for the former president 
of Pi Lambda Theta by Mabel Sned- 
aker, Agnes Samuelson, and Miss 
Foulke. It was requested that a copy of 
the statement be entered in the minutes 
of the Fifteenth Biennial Council and 
that a copy be sent to Theta Chapter. 
The entire Council assembly remained 
standing for two minutes in silent trib- 
ute to Miss McBroom. 

The meeting adjourned at 11:00 
A.M.

AFTERNOON SESSION 


The second General Session was 
called to order by the President at 
1:45 P.M. Clara Stallard, Treasurer, 
presented the Report of the Committee 
on Loans and Fellowships, a special 
committee appointed last year. 

Geraldine Johnston, Executive Sec- 
retary, gave the Report of the Com- 
mittee on Revision of the Officers’ 
Handbook, stressing the recommenda- 
tion that the book be printed in loose- 
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leaf form, and include samples of all 
materials on order in the National 
Office in a pocket at the end. 

Myra Green (Northern California 
Alumnz) gave the Report of the Com- 
mittee on Political Action, and recom- 
mended that the committee be contin- 
ued during the next biennium. 

Helen Walker, Consultant, presen- 
ted the Report of the Committee on 
Extension, and indicated prospects for 
growth during the next biennium. 

In the absence of Georgia Sachs 
Adams, Margaret Regnery (Alpha 
Tota) read the Report of the Commit- 
tee on Public Relations. 

President Seagoe requested that all 
chairmen of discussion groups present 
copies of their reports to the Executive 
Secretary for inclusion in the Journal 
Supplement. 

In accordance with the plan set up 
in the first General Session, the Presi- 
dent asked that recommendations for 
Council action be deferred to the Ex- 
ecutive Session on Tuesday at 8:00 P.M. 

Reports from discussion groups were 
presented by their chairmen:* areas of 
program emphasis, Annetta James (San 
Diego Alumnz); teacher personnel, 
Zelma Pierce (Santa Barbara Alum- 
nz); international responsibilities, 
Mary Elizabeth O’Connor (Alpha 
Eta) ; and unified research, Agnes Mc- 
Elwee (Alpha Kappa). 

In the absence of Frances Mullen, 
Clara Louise Mohr (Lambda) presen- 
ted the Report of the Committee on 
Local Constitutions and Eligibility.

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The President introduced Agnes 
Samuelson as speaker for the afternoon, 
and asked her to preside over the meet- 
ing as First Vice-President. President 
Seagoe then left the Council meeting 
to appear in a radio interview on Sta- 
tion KOIN. 

Agnes Samuelson addressed the 
group on the subject New Areas of 
Service on Behalf of Education. Mime- 
ographed suggestions of source ma- 
terials were distributed. Miss Samuel- 
son discussed clear cut issues on which 
teachers must take a stand: 


What can the man in the street do 
about peace? 

What can we do to educate chil- 
dren to take over in a techno- 
logical world? 

What can we do to spotlight educa- 
tion ? 

What can we do to raise professional 
standards? 


In presenting a background of infor- 
mation on which teachers might base 
their stand on thése issues she stressed 
the need for (1) educators to recog- 
nize the place of schools in disseminat- 
ing information and interpreting it 
to others; (2) professional expertness 
in the educational field; (3) public 
recognition of outstanding educational 
work done; (4) teacher selection to 
replace recruitment. Listed as methods 
of meeting those needs were (a) wider 
acquaintance with sources of pertinent 
materials; (b) a body of science in 
education and a thorough explanation 
of tests; (c) promotion of some such 
plan as that demonstrated by Eisen- 
hower when he employed competent 
people from various fields to explain 
their own fields; (d) getting interest- 
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ing young people in the profession; 
(e) setting by law $2,400 as a national 
minimum salary for teachers; (f) keep- 
ing at our problems continuously; (g) 
making a dramatic presentation of edu- 
cation; and (h) gearing education to 
concrete projects. 

The meeting adjourned at 3:30 P.M.

MORNING SESSION 


The General Session was called to 
order by the President at 9:30 A.M. 

Margaret Regnery (Alpha Iota) 
made supplementary remarks concern- 
ing the Committee on Public Relations 
and the August, 1947, issue of the 
Newsletter. She pointed out that the 
Newsletter is printed in January and 
August each year and that copies are 
sent to other organizations to promote 
public relations. News contributions 
were solicited by the Committee. 

Reports from discussion groups were 
presented by their chairmen: dues col- 
lection, June Dunsworth (Alpha Omi- 
cron); initiation and council fees, 
Helen Pearson (Indianapolis Alum- 
nz); use of life membership funds, 
Eileen Steele (Kansas City Alumnz) ; 
and budget, Cora Purdy (Southern 
Indiana Alumnz). 

Because of interdependent action of 
the Committee on Initiation and Coun- 
cil Fees and of the Committee on 
Budget, the President asked that the 
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members of these two groups form a 
special committee to meet with Helen 
Walker and Clara Stallard for the pur- 
pose of coordinating the thinking of 
the two groups, and presenting a fur- 
ther report to the Council. 

President Seagoe introduced the 
speaker of the morning, Alice Hayden, 
nominee for the office of vice-president. 
Miss Hayden spoke on The Place of 
Research in a World Community, urg- 
ing each individual to promote social 
research and objective thinking. She 
discussed as means of promoting such 
research and thinking (1) dispelling 
ignorance, intolerance, and prejudices 
within ourselves; (2) promoting train- 
ing in the art of thinking; and (3) 
disseminating sound information. To 
emphasize the importance of utilizing 
audio-visual aids in such research, the 
film strip One World or None was 
shown. 

The meeting adjourned at 11:00 
A.M.

President Seagoe introduced the 
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speaker of the afternoon, Katharine 
Pease, nominee for the office of vice- 
president. Miss Pease spoke on Educa- 
tional Rehabilitation in One World, 
giving pertinent preliminary statements 
as background for the film Seeds of 
Destiny. The malady of our time, Miss 
Pease quoted, is the fact that “man’s 
moral sense is not able to assimilate 
his technology.” To build a better 
world the individual must understand 
and desire such a world; the teacher 
must understand such a world and 
turn to the children with her vision. 
Then, like Isaiah, she may prophesy: 
For, as the rain comes down and the 
snow from heaven, and returns not there, 
but waters the earth, and makes it bring 
forth and bud, that it may give seed to the 
sower, and bread to the eater; so shall my 
word be that goes forth out of my mouth: 
it shall not return to me void, but it shall 
accomplish that which I please and it shall 
prosper in the thing whereto I sent it.

Maude McBroom died in her 
home in Iowa City, Iowa. 

She was a distinguished member of 
Pi Lambda Theta for many years, hav- 
ing served as president of her local 
chapter, Theta, and as National Vice- 
President and President. In all these 
capacities she served with loyalty, en- 
thusiasm, and great ability. Her in-

A. Program 


1. Report of the Committee on Areas 
of Program Emphasis 


The Committee on Areas of Pro- 
gram Emphasis presented three areas 
to be considered by the discussion 
group. These areas were: (1) selec- 
tion of personnel and the professionali- 
zation of teaching, (2) participation 
in world-wide rehabilitation of educa- 
tion, and (3) teaching in a world 
community. 

It was found by the Committee that 
the eight program areas suggested by 
the National Program and Project 
Committee in 1945 formed an excel- 
lent basis for the first topic, selection 
of personnel and the professionaliza- 
tion of teaching. It seemed desirable 
to expand the scope of our framework 
by including the two additional topics 
of participation in world-wide rehabili- 
tation of education and teaching in a 
world community. 

It was recognized that no chapter 
could cover all these topics in one 
year, but would wish to select a limited 
area for detailed consideration. 

A discussion of the Program Plan- 
ning Bulletins brought out that they 
were valuable and that they should 
be made available to the incoming 
program chairmen. It was also sug- 
gested that at least two copies be sent 
to each chapter so that the program 
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chairman and the president might each 
have one to use. 

It was suggested that more exten- 
sive use be made of the Journal for 
the exchange of information and tech- 
niques concerning programs. It seemed 
desirable that each chapter send a copy 
of its program to all other chapters 
early in the year. 

A request was made for clarification 
regarding Pi Lambda Theta’s position 
and policy in relation to political 
action.

2. Report of the Committee on 
Teacher Personnel 


In order to direct discussion towards 
some of the most pertinent problems 
related to teacher personnel, the chair- 
man reported certain aspects of the Na- 
tional Conference for the Improvement 
of Teaching, held at Oxford, Ohio, 
July 3-5, 1947. Because of limited time, 
it was decided to confine council dis- 
cussion to only one of the problems 
covered at Oxford, that of improving 
the profession itself. 

This area, of primary importance 
to the teacher and to education as 
a whole, included the following sub- 
topics: 

Professional consciousness and pro- 

fessional status 

Traits and qualities related to suc- 

cess in teaching 

Control of admission to teaching 

Pre-service education of teachers 

In-service education of teachers 

Teacher adjustment to a dynamic 

society 

Personal and professional security 

for the teacher 


It was suggested that the gains re- 
cently made throughout the nation 
toward economic recognition of the 
importance of teaching, although not 
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yet completely satisfactory in many 
areas, should be followed up im- 
mediately with definite plans for im- 
provement in the quality of teaching 
and teachers. 

It was suggested that there should 
be better screening and selection of 
student candidates for teacher educa- 
tion: through better counseling facili- 
ties and procedures in the high schools, 
more thorough investigation of per- 
sonal and other qualities of the candi- 
date, and through more dynamic 
courses in psychology and related fields, 

It was pointed out that early selec- 
tion or rejection should take place, 
preferably at the beginning of college 
work and/or at the end of the sopho- 
more year. It is important that con- 
structive recommendations be given 
candidates who are not fit for teaching. 
Certain teacher training institutions ap- 
point an eligibility committee to pass 
upon candidates for admission to the 
upper division of the teacher training 
program. 

Another emphasis made in the dis- 
cussion was in the improvement of 
present teaching staffs through in-serv- 
ice training. Here it was felt that some- 
thing must be done to improve the 
quality of teaching to keep pace with 
economic gains and raising of stand- 
ards in the future. Teachers themselves 
must feel the need for self-improve- 
ment and must evolve techniques 
whereby this growth will take place. 
Only through continuous study and co- 
operative planning can teachers be dy- 
namic, gaining the insights requisite 
for real success in teaching. Through 
working together, developing some- 
thing of value to the school and sys-

tem and community, teachers become 
enthusiastic, take real pride in their 
profession, and give the service to their 
pupils of which they are capable. 

Mention was made of a dangerous 
tendency in the thinking of some edu- 
cators to draw.a line between adminis- 
trators and teachers where none should 
exist. 

It was pointed out that there is great 
need for conservation of our young 
teachers. Many apparently become dis- 
couraged, frustrated, or disillusioned 
during their first year of teaching, and 
give up before they have had the op- 
portunity to prove to themselves and 
to others that they can be successful. 
It should be recognized that potentially 
good teachers are frequently lost to the 
profession because of those unhappy 
experiences. 

A resolution was submitted that we 
as members of Pi Lambda Theta as- 
sume as one of our responsibilities the 
giving of all possible aid in assisting 
the new teacher to adjust to her new 
school environment, thus enabling her 
better to develop a feeling of security 
and satisfaction in her work.

3. Report of the Committee on Inter- 
national Responsibilities 
The discussion was carried on under 
three headings: 
1. What work shall we continue 
from last year? 
2. Which activities are the responsi- 
bility of the National Office and 
which of local chapters? 
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3. What international activities 
within our own country shall be 
promoted, and how? 

It was the feeling of the group that 
the work carried on in the area of edu- 
cational reconstruction in war devas- 
tated countries last year might well be 
continued; that such work had best 
be carried on through such agencies as 
those authorized by the Commission on 
International Educational Reconstruc- 
tion or the Children’s Federation rather 
than through private agencies. Such 
work must be done in the local chap- 
ters. It was felt that the National Office 
might well be a source of information 
and a clearinghouse of materials for 
the local chapters, 

Allotment of money to help German 
teachers study in Sweden was discussed. 
It was the opinion voiced by the ma- 
jority that if money from the Loan 
Fund could be given to this cause it 
would be well spent. It was suggested 
that donations from local chapters 
might be given if it were known that 
$400 would give a German teacher 
this much needed course in Sweden. 

Under the provisions of the Ful- 
bright Act it was suggested we might 
further the sending of American 
women teachers as well as students to 
other countries. 

International activities in our own 
country were discussed at length. In 
view of the fact that approximately 
ninety-five per cent of our children are 
in public schools, a more definite pro- 
gram of activities in understandings 
and appreciations of international re- 
lations seems needed. The teachers 
from nursery school to adult education 
would welcome help in this line. It was 
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suggested that programs and materials 
might be sent to the National Office 
where they would be accessible to local 
chapters, and that notices and sugges- 
tions go out in the Bulletins and 
Journals from time to time. 

Some student might be found to 
work out such a program as a doctoral 
dissertation. 

Overlapping in this field might be 
avoided by seeking out programs al- 
ready under way by other groups.

4. Report of the Committee on 
Unified Research 


Unified Research, a subcommittee of 
the National Program and Projects 
Committee, was authorized by the 1946 
Council to encourage participation in 
research on a national scale. It was 
hoped by the Council and by the Com- 
mittee on Unified Research that some 
graduate student working with the 
chapters of Pi Lambda Theta, or sev- 
eral chapters working together under 
competent direction would carry on re- 
seatch on some problem of general 
interest to education. 

The Report of the Committee on 
Unified Research (see page 32) was 
reviewed. The report indicated that no 
significant strides were made, but this 
is easily understandable. Research by 
its very nature is slow in growth; more- 
over, a committee formed in August 
has few opportunities to introduce re- 
search projects into the fall programs 
of Pi Lambda Thetans or graduate stu- 
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dents who usually have fairly well 
crystallized plans in advance. 

The discussion group felt that the 
Committee on Unified Research could 
serve in increasing the importance of 
research in Pi Lambda Theta programs, 
but that some modifications might be 
made to render such a committee more 
workable. The following recommenda- 
tions are therefore presented to the Na- 
tional Board: 

1. That a committee, as a subcom- 
mittee of the National Program and 
Projects Committee, be appointed to 
continue a program of unified research 

2. That this committee be an instru- 
ment for encouraging, initiating, and 
directing research 

3. That members of this committee 
should be so selected that the com- 
mittee may draw upon several diversi- 
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fied areas of training and specializa- 
tion within its own personnel 

4, That members of the committee 
be selected from the same geographical 
area to facilitate the administration of 
any project ‘ 

5. That consultants from other areas 
be appointed to assist the planning 
committee 

6. That the identification of prob- 
lems regarding women’s participation 
in education should be the responsi- 
bility of Pi Lambda Thetans, rather 
than of non-member research workers 

7. That the National Office should 
provide adequate financial support.

B. Finance 


1. Report of the Committee on 
Methods of Dues Collection 


Thirty people, including Helen 
Walker, Geraldine Johnston, and Kath- 
erine Clark attended this discussion. 
The past year has been one of transition 
in which many problems have arisen; 
therefore the discussion fell under two 
headings: (1) clarification of the pres- 
ent method of dues collection and (2) 
local financial problems. 

Ruby Graber explained the present 
method of dues collection. It was felt 
that chapter treasurers should have 
much less trouble this year, since dues 
for all old members will be two dol- 
lars ($2.00) per year, payable between 
September 1 and February 1, after 
which they become delinquent. 

Local chapter problems were dis- 


cussed. Many chapters felt that they 
needed some incentive to encourage 
members to pay dues promptly. Several 
chapters reported that they had found 
that a fine of twenty-five or fifty cents 
helped lower the number of delinquent 
dues. 

Delegates felt that chapter members 
also needed an incentive to encourage 
their payment of dues over a period of 
years. It was suggested that all na- 
tional dues hereafter be applied toward 
a life membership. By this plan, all 
members would eventually become life 
members. A period exceeding twenty 
years might be necessary to gain life 
membership, since the national dues 
are only two dollars per year. If at 
any time during these years an indi- 
vidual wished to complete life member- 
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ship, arrangements could be made. The 
present system of life membership at 
forty dollars would also be continued. 
The consensus of the group was that 
the policy of dues collection now in 
use is to be commended for its sim- 
plicity and efficiency although it may 
involve some local constitutional 
changes. It is an advantage to have 
unification in the method of dues col- 
lection.

2. Report of the Committee on 
Initiation and Council Fees 


Sixteen members attended this dis- 
cussion group. Mrs. Stallard acted as 
consultant, 

In presenting background for the 
situation with respect to initiation and 
council fees, the following points were 
stressed: 

1, At present each chapter pays the 
national treasury $15 per year ($30 
per biennium) as a council fee. This 
council fee is, however, only a very 
small part of the actual cost of sending 
a delegate to council. Until this pres- 
ent Council the cost has been about 
$135 per chapter. Increased railroad 
rates make expenses for this Council 
even higher. 

2. All chapters, regardless of size, 
pay the same fee. Our chapters vary 
in size from 14 to 400 members. While 
it is obviously easy for a chapter with 
400 members to raise a fifteen doliar 
fee, it may be difficult for a small 
chapter. 

3. In order to lighten the burden on 
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the small chapter, the Committee on 
National Dues and Budget of the 
1946 Council recommended that the 
$15 yearly council fee be replaced by 
an annual twenty-five cents per mem- 
ber assessment. When presented to the 
council delegates, it was argued that 
chapters vote as chapters, not as large 
or small units and should, therefore, 
pay equally. In the discussion which 
followed a graduated scale with size 
of payment adjusted to size of chapter 
was suggested. 

4. Council referred the matter to the 
National Board for final decision. 

5. The Board felt the matter too 
weighty to settle in its crowded hours 
after Council, and referred it to the 
Finance Committee for further study. 

6. The Finance Committee sent a 
letter to all Board members and to 
chapter presidents, setting forth the 
whole question in detail. An analysis 
of the chapter replies (about twenty- 
five) showed a definite preference for 
having council expenses considered as 
a definite part of the national budget. 
The replies concerning how the money 
was to be raised were more diverse 
though they did show a slight prefer- 
ence for some kind of increase in coun- 
cil fee. 

After presentation of this informa- 
tion, the discussion began. The group 
showed the same preference for con- 
sidering council expenses an integral 
part of the budget as the questionnaire 
had. In this connection it was pointed 
out, however, that such consideration 
seems to indicate that money paid into 
the national treasury should not go 
into the treasury already earmarked for 
a special purpose such as council ex- 
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pense. Consequently, it seemed that 
council fees as we now have them 
should be replaced by some form of 
revenue which will go into the general 
fund. The two major sources of such 
income for our association are annual 
dues and initiation fees. 

The consensus of the group was that 
delegates should not go back to their 
chapters this year reporting another 
increase in dues. That leaves an in- 
crease in initiation fees as the only 
possible source of income to replace the 
present council fee. 

The group, however, could not agree 
that a large increase in initiation fee 
should be made. Some delegates from 
college chapters reported that even 
with present initiation fees some stu- 
dents turn down the Pi Lambda Theta 
invitation because they feel they cannot 
afford membership. One delegate 
pointed out that most students who are 
really interested in the cause of edu- 
cation go back for advanced study after 
théy have begun to earn money, and 
could thus have a second chance to 
be elected to Pi Lambda Theta. Another 
delegate said that in her chapter those 
elected to Pi Lambda Theta are allowed 
to pay the initiation fee in install- 
ments. Another suggested that it might 
be well for individual chapters to re- 
view their own additions to the na- 
tional initiation fee to see whether 
they are not making the burden un- 
necessarily difficult for the person elec- 
ted. 

One member pointed out that if only 
initiation fees are raised the whole 
burden of increase will fall on the 
college chapter. Another member noted 
that even though initiation fees might 
be high as compared with national 
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dues, the burden of Pi Lambda Theta 
falls on the active members who give 
their time and energy as well as their 
money year after year. It is true that 
alumnz chapters consist largely of pro- 
fessional women who are earning 
salaries, but it must not be forgotten 
that every alumnz chapter has also the 
retired teacher who finds even annual 
dues a strain, and the homemaker who 
is trying to stretch one salary over 
the needs of a family. 

In spite of a marked preference for 
considering council expenses a part 
of the budget, a .slight preference 
seemed to be indicated for raising coun- 
cil fees instead of annual dues or initia- 
tion fees. In short, while members 
seemed convinced that council fees 
should be abolished in order to allow 
council expense to be made a part of 
the budget, they saw no satisfactory 
substitute. 

In view of this, the Committee feels 
that the change away from council 
fees will have to be gradual. It makes 
the following suggestions: 

1, The present $15 council fee be 
retained for the next biennium 

2. The National Board consider rais- 
ing the initiation fee $1.00, making 
the total fee $6.00. 

In this way the burden will not be 
increased for either college or alumnz 
chapters. It is true that the initiate 
will have to pay a little more; but it 
was felt that the woman who is really 
interested in the cause of Pi Lambda 
Theta surely cannot object to so small 
an increase.

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3. Report of the Committee on Use 
of Life Membership Funds 

Twenty members participated in the 
discussion. As background for discus- 
sion, the chairman reviewed the follow- 
ing points: 

1. Action of the Ninth Biennial 
Council (1935) setting aside one-half 
the fund as a loan fund and one-half 
as principal, the interest on which was 
to be used for publications and Journal 

2. The decision of the National 
Board in 1945 to place the first five 
dollars payment of each new life mem- 
ber in the general fund for operating 
transactions 

3. The recommendation of the Four- 
teenth Biennial Council (1946) that 
the time had come to discontinue the 
policy of granting loans 

4. The decision of the National 
Board in 1946 to set aside ten dollars 
from each new life membership fee 
for operating expenses, such policy to 
be retroactive to include all payments 
begun in the biennium 

5. The appointment of a special 
committee to study the disposition of 
the loan fund 

6. The increase in the life member- 
ship fee to forty dollars 

7. The recent proposal that of the 
forty dollars life membership fee, ten 
dollars should go into the general 
fund, ten dollars into special publica- 
tions, ten dollars into the Ella Victoria 
Dobbs Award Fund, and ten dollars 
remain in the loan fund. 

It was noted also that the average 
yearly increase in life members during 
the past five years is sixty-four plus. 

With this background in mind, the 
discussion was organized around three 
questions: 
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1. Should the loan fund be discon- 
tinued or should it be retained with 
a modified and more liberal policy? 

2. What other projects might be sub- 
stituted for the loan fund or what 
activities might be initiated in addi- 
tion to loans? 

3. What is the reaction to the pro- 
posed division of the new forty-dollar 
life membership fee? 

1. Should the loan fund be discon- 
tinued? Naoma Powell led the discus- 
sion, presenting arguments for and 
against retaining the fund: 

For: 

a. A loan may be a deciding factor 
which influences a deserving as- 
pirant to strive for a higher de- 
gree or to do a piece of research 

b. The loan fund is one of the 
“down-to-earth” activities of Pi 
Lambda Theta 

c. No other project has the same ap- 
peal to alumnz chapters 

a. In periods of depression, the loan 
fund may be more active. 

Against: 

a. The fund is not now being used 

b. It is difficult and expensive to 
administer 

¢. Many other organizations offer 
loans, fellowships, and scholar- 
ships; so that Pi Lambda Theta’s 
contribution is not unique 

d. Recent applicants have not been 
of high caliber. 

In the discussion which followed, 
the group came to the conclusion that, 
since the loan fund has grown through 
payments of many Pi Lambda Thetans 
who became life members with the idea 
that their money would go into a loan 
fund, and since there might some day 
be a need for the fund, it should be 
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retained. It was suggested that more 
should be done to publicize the fund 
and by this means make it more active. 
However, the group felt that the in- 
terest from this fund might well be 
used to sponsor some newer and per- 
haps more active projects. This led to 
the second area of discussion. 

2. What projects could be substi- 
tuted for the loan fund? 

Dorothy Doty led this discussion and 
summarized the following projects 
which nad been suggested by members 
of the Special Committee on Loans and 
Fellowships: 

1. Furnish help to teachers in war- 
devastated areas 

2. Provide fellowships or scholar- 
ships 

3. Help in establishing a central na- 
tional office 

4. Subsidize council expenses in case 
chapters might be organized in other 
countries 

5. Publish some significant survey 
on problems in which women in edu- 
cation are particularly interested 

6. Supply funds for a college of edu- 
cation to undertake a special study for 
the organization 

7. Publicize Pi Lambda Theta. 

On the basis of discussion, the fol- 
lowing recommendations were made: 

1. That if more funds were needed 
to keep the Journal at its present level 
of excellence, life membership monies 
might well be used for that purpose 

2. That the expense of publication 
of supplements to the Journal (pro- 
ceedings of Council, for example) 
might be met from the interest of the 
life membership fund 

3. That aid to teachers in war-devas- 
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tated areas would be a worthy project. 
Special reference was made to the sug- 
gestion of the Committee on Inter- 
national Responsibilities that teachers 
in Germany be sent to Sweden for spe- 
cial training. 

However, it was the opinion of the 
group that the National Board not be 


tied down to a particular project, but - 


should be left to use its discretion in 
selecting the service area in which 
funds might be used. 

3. What is the reaction to the pro- 
posed division of the new life member- 
ship fee? On the basis of the discus- 
sion, the following recommendations 
were made: 

1. Percentage to the general fund: 
it was generally agreed that more than 
25%, but not in excess of 50%, of 
new life membership fees should go 
into the general fund in order to meet 
the cost of carrying life members on 
the rolls and supplying them with the 
Journal. It was also the hope of the 
group that this allocation of money 
might assist in preventing an increase 
in national dues. 

2. Special publications: the 25% al- 
lotment to special publications was fa- 
vored., 

3. Ella Victoria Dobbs award fund: 
the 25% allotment to this fund was 
approved, since this would relieve the 
general fund of this expense. 

4. Loan fund: the group favored 
placing less than 25% recommended 
into the loan fund, since this fund is 
already well established and is not 
especially active.

4. Report of the Committee on 
the Budget 


The function of this committee was 
to study the proposed budget for 1947- 
1949 and to approve a budget for pre- 
sentation to the Council. 

The Committee discussed the need 
of additional funds to offset the in- 
creased expenses due to rising costs 
of almost all items, and approved the 
proposed budget for 1947-1949. Since 
this budget was larger than that for 
1945-1947, the discussion group took 
up two questions, (1) curtailing ex- 
penses and (2) method of increasing 
funds. 

To reduce expenses, the suggestion 
was made that if council convened in a 
central part of the country, transporta- 
tion costs would be less. 

Discussion about methods of in- 
creasing funds centered upon increas- 
ing national dues from two dollars to 
two and one-half or three dollars. No 
recommendations were made in this 
connection. 

Upon further discussion, the follow- 
ing recommendations were made: 

1. That the council expense be con- 
sidered an integral part of the budget 

2. That a graduated council fee 
based on membership be adopted (plan 
B as suggested by the Finance Com- 
mittee), modified as follows: 


Size Number Fee 
of Chapter of Chapters 
Under 20 6 $15 
20-49 23 20 
50-89 - 25 


90 and over 17 30 
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3. That the initiation fee be in- 
creased two dollars. 

If the council fee were thus in- 
creased, if initiation fees were in- 
creased, and if the percentage distribu- 
tion of the life membership fee were 
modified, there should be a substantial 
increase in funds for 1947-1948. 

It is recommended that the study 
of the budget and allocation of funds 
be continued under the Finance Com- 
mittee.

five dollars to five dollars.

C. Membership and Extension 


1. Report of the Committee on Mem- 
ber Participation and Retention 
Forty-three members of the Council 

including Katharine Foulke and Kath- 

erine Clark attended the discussion. 

The group was divided into two sec- 

tions: one to consider problems of the 

alumnz chapter, the other to study the 
problems of the college chapter. 

Norma Roemer presided over the 
discussion of the alumnz group. It was 
the feeling of this group that some 
method of transfer should be devised 
by which members leaving a college 
chapter would automatically become 
members of the nearest alumnz group. 
It was also thought that the attendance 
and participation of an alumne mem- 
ber in the ceremony of conferring the 
right to wear the key might encourage 
new members to join the alumnz group 
after graduation. 

The alumnz groups present were of 
the opinion that the following types of 
program were equally effective: pro- 
grams conducted by members, lectures, 
panel discussions, joint meetings with 
such organizations as the American As- 
sociation of University Women and 
Phi Delta Kappa, and special meetings 
for special occasions. 

The college chapter group considered 
the following subjects: (1) cooperation 
between graduate and undergraduate 
members, (2) publicity, (3) keys, (4) 
transfer, and (5) program. 


The following suggestions and rec- 
ommendations were made under each 
of these subjects: (1) a junior council 
or board should work with an alumnz 
council in planning the work of the 
chapter; (2) the chapter should be 
publicized by such means as attractive 
posters, teas, summer recess receptions, 
awards, etc.; (3) it was recommended 
that keys be presented to initiates at 
the time of conferring the right to wear 
the key, thus making the ceremony 
more effective and meaningful to the 
new members; (4) it was suggested 
that responsibility for initiating a trans- 
fer rests with the individual member, 
but that this should not prevent chap- 
ters from endeavoring to make the 
present system more effective. 

Under the fifth subject, program, it 
was agreed that the chapter program 
was of the greatest importance in re- 
taining members. The following were 
considered helpful suggestions in this 
function: 


a. a group of members be appointed 
to take charge of each meeting; 
one member to be responsible for 
the program, and the others to 
act as hostesses 

b. a telephone committee contact all 
members before meetings 

c. the entire chapter plan the year's 
program 

d. faculty members be invited to at- 
tend meetings 
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e. joint meetings with other organi- 
zations be scheduled 
f. meetings at which food is served 
are better attended than others 
g. the year’s program should be 
varied and include lectures, group 
discussions, excursions, and pro- 
grams in which members partici- 
pate actively 
4. in some cases the rotation of time 
and place of meeting is of value.

2. Report of the Committee on 
Extension 


The purpose of discussion was to 
consider the following items: (1) se- 
lection of schools in which new college 
chapters should be placed, (2) organi- 
zation of alumnz chapters, (3) possi- 
bilities of forming chapters outside the 
United States, and (4) retention and 
transfer of members as these operations 
affect extension. 

On the basis of discussion, it was 
recommended that the standing com- 
mittee on extension continue to investi- 
gate establishment of chapters in teach- 
ers colleges and city colleges which 
meet the standards of Pi Lambda Theta 
as to graduate work, sufficient enroll- 
ment of women students in education 
to maintain a live chapter, high aca- 
demic standards, and faculty strength. 

The committee urged that delegates 
from the various chapters communicate 
with the standing committee on exten- 
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sion, giving information as to possible 
fields for new chapters. 

The formation of alumnz chapters 
could be encouraged by better educa- 
tion in college chapters at the time of 
initiation. The formation of these chap- 
ters is particularly dependent upon the 
enthusiasm of individuals in a local 
area. Individuals and college chapters 
were urged to investigate the possibili- 
ties of forming alumnz chapters. It was 
reported that in some instances a co- 
ordinator acts as liaison officer between 
two chapters. 

The subject of chapters outside the 
United States was brought up. The 
present committee agreed with the com- 
mittee of the Fourteenth Biennial 
Council that the subject be held open 
for later discussion and decision. 

To further the retention and transfer 
of members and to promote extension it 
was suggested that all chapters adopt 
the policy of informing initiates and 
members leaving the chapter regarding 
further membership and continuance in 
Pi Lambda Theta, including the routine 
for transfer and steps to be taken in 
forming a new chapter. 

It was suggested that the National 
Office might assist through the Journal 
by publishing lists from time to time 
of people residing in areas not served 
by chapters. Information as to pos- 
sibilities of affiliation with existing 
chapters or formation of new chapters 
was also suggested as pertinent material 
for the Journal. 

Helen Walker, Chairman of the 
standing committee, sat with the dis- 
cussion group, and took note of sug- 
gestions for investigation of the pos- 
sibilities for formation of new chapters. 
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The group favored extension only 
in so far as it is in accord with the 
standards already set in the constitu- 
tion. It favored continuation and 
growth in accordance with the high 
standards already set rather than whole- 
sale organization of new chapters.

3. Report of the Committee on Mem- 
bership Problems in College 
Chapters 


Information in letters from previous 
and present council members, commit- 
tee members, and officers concerning 
membership problems in college chap- 
ters fell into two general areas, (1) 
selection and qualifications of candi- 
dates and (2) continuous activity of 
members after initiation. 

Before discussion began, the basic 
minimum requirements of membership 
were read from the national constitu- 
tion. A summary of questions discussed 
and group recommendations follows. 

Question: is it necessary to have 
completed two education courses before 
being considered for election to Pi 
Lambda Theta? Recommendation: the 
student should have completed one 
course in education and should be near 
completion in the second, and maintain 
the required grade average in both 
courses. 

Question: must a faculty member 
have had a student in a class before 
recommending her for Pi Lambda 
Theta? Recommendation: no. How- 
ever, if the faculty member has not 
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had the student in class he should have 
had some extensive experience with her 
in some such activity as committee work 
which would serve as a basis of judg- 
ment of the student. 

Question: how is it possible to deter- 
mine the highest one-fourth of all 
women students registered? Recom- 
mendation: the broad constitutional re- 
quirements should be maintained. Spe- 
cific problems should be referred to the 
local chapters. 

Question: how can students who do 
not meet the Pi Lambda Theta require- 
ments as undergraduates hope to be- 
come members ? Recommendation: take 
graduate work and meet the requite- 
ments. 

Question: can lower division work 
be eliminated for grade-point pur- 
poses ? Recommendation: no, unless ap- 
proved in the local constitution and by 
the National Board. 

Question: when should an active 
college member join an alumnz group? 
Recommendation: as soon as she is 
finished with her college work unless 
there are not sufficient members to es- 
tablish two chapters and to keep them 
active, or location prohibits attendance 
in an alumnz group. 

Numerous problems unique to spe- 
cific chapters were discussed. The broad 
set of qualifications of the national 
constitution permit appropriate devia- 
tions if they are included in the con- 
stitution of the local chapter and ap- 
proved by the National Board. 

The following suggestions were of- 
fered for the solution of problems con- 
cerning continuing activity after initia- 
tion. 

1. Give new members numerous re-

sponsibilities in chapter activities 

2. Promote projects including all 
chapter members 

3. Cooperate with Phi Delta Kappa 
and other organizations for all- 
college functions. 

4, Have luncheon and dinner meet- 
ings 

5. Cooperate with the alumnz group 
in as many functions as possible 

6. Schedule annual recognition teas 
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7. Set up table for registration of 
old and prospective members at 
the time of college registration 

8. Have the chapter program fill the 
expressed needs of the member- 
ship.

D. Other Activities 


1. Report of the Committee on 
Publications 


The purpose of the discussion group 
was to evaluate what was being done by 
the various national committees in the 
area of publication, make recommenda- 
tions for change if necessary, and bring 
these suggested changes to the attention 
of the council. 

Prior to the council, suggestions had 
been received from the following com- 
mittee chairman: Georgia Sachs Adams, 
public relations; Alice Hayden, Jour- 
nal; Elsie B. Cantwell, revision of the 
Book of Ceremonies; Mabel Snedaker, 
occasional publications; and Helen T. 
Sheats, revision of the Officers’ Hand- 
book. Virginia Lee Block, Editor of the 
Journal, also gave suggestions. 

Because of the relatively short dis- 
cussion time and the large amount of 
material which could be covered, it 
was decided to limit discussion to the 
more pressing issues: (1) revision of 
the Officers’ Handbook, (2) revision 
of the Book of Ceremonies, and (3) 
suggestions for the Journal. 

Each member of the committee had 
been given a typewritten copies of the 
second revised editions of the Officers’ 


Handbook and the Book of Ceremon- 
ies ; Charlotte See and Marguerite Shan- 
non made a detailed study of the Hand- 
book and Marilyn Markussen and 
Arthura Jane Michael a study of the 
Book of Ceremonies. 

There was discussion of the follow- 
ing changes and additions found by the 
committee in the Officers’ Handbook: 
(1) more duties for the corresponding 
secretary, (2) additional duties for the 
recording secretary, (3) added sugges- 
tions that might be helpful in locating 
members in a large city, (4) a more 
detailed explanation concerning chap- 
ter visits, (5) addition of a Statement 
of Principles, the Instrument of Self 
Evaluation of a Chapter, a section on 
the relationship between college and 
alumnz chapters, and an appendix in 
the form of a pocket folder in which 
loose forms could be put. 

After discussion, the group recom- 
mended that the National Board pro- 
ceed with the mimeographing of the 
Handbook, with the following addition 
and change: (1) inclusion of a cal- 
endar of events and (2) bringing to- 
gether in one place the duties of the 
treasurer. 
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' The revised Book of Ceremonies was 

considered and the changes reviewed. 
It was suggested that further work was 
needed on the ceremony dealing with 
the installation of national officers. 
There was considerable discussion 
about the new ceremony for a departed 
member; the question was raised as to 
whether it was necessary, and an in- 
formal vote showed an evenly divided 
opinion; the consensus was that, if it 
were included, further work on it 
would be necessary. 

The group made the following 
recommendations: (1) the source and 
price of recording and sheet music of 
the Song of Service be included; (2) 
the pledge in the ceremony for con- 
ferring the right to wear the key be ex- 
tended to include loyalty to ethics and 
ideals of the profession; (3) informa- 
tion be included on the correct way to 
wear the key; (4) more work is needed 
on the ceremony for the installation 
of national officers; (5) if the me- 
morial ceremony for a departed mem- 
ber is to be included, additional work 
be done, since it is too long and too 
sentimental, and one minute of silence 
rather than two is sufficient; (6) more 
thought and reaction of chapters should 
be given to the question of the secrecy 
of ceremonies, with emphasis placed on 
making them open occasions ; (7) these 
suggestions be referred back to the re- 
vision committee for further study, 
after which the Book be published. 

The discussion on the Journal 
centered primarily on problems of 
budget. It was pointed out that the rise 
in printing costs for the next year 
would be approximately 16%, which 
meant either cutting the size of the 
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Journal ot securing more money from 
other sources for publication. 

It was emphasized that commitments 
are already made for next year’s issues, 
which eliminates the possibility of re- 
ducing the number or content of arti- 
cles. The suggestion that program notes 
and Coast to Coast be deleted was not 
well received by the group, nor was the 
suggestion that these two features be 
combined. The group did not support 
the suggestion that the program notes 
be included in the Newsletter. 

It was suggested that the Journal 
Committee make the Supplement the 
October issue of the Journal. The pro- 
ceedings could be written in a more 
popular form; the major events only 
might be included, with the minor 
events to be mimeographed and dis- 
tributed to chapters. The suggestion 
was also made that the Supplement be 
spread through the eight issues for the 
year, with most important materials 
coming first. 

The suggestion that smaller type be 
used to conserve space was not accepta- 
ble to the group. The group praised the 
format, editorial work of the Journal; 
the index was praised, and should be 
included. It was suggested that we 
write our contributors showing our ap- 
preciation; that the delegates take to 
individual chapters the suggestion of 
considering new areas and modes of de- 
velopment and expansion of the Joxr- 
nal, 

The recommendation was made that 
the Journal Committee consider the 
possibility of extending subscriptions 
to non-members as a means of increas- 
ing financial support of the Journal, 
and of following the policy of spread- 
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ing out to include non-members among 
our contributors. 

At this point in the discussion, Clara 
Stallard suggested that the life member- 
ship fund might be liberated by the 
council so that more money would be 
available for the Journal; this would 
mean that the editor could continue 
with plans for the year as they are now.

2. Report of the Committee on 
Political Action 

Thirty-five members of council were 
present at the discussion, which cen- 
tered around two themes: (1) sug- 
gested procedures for carrying out the 
work of the political action committee, 
and (2) definition of areas suitable for 
action by the national committee and 
local legislative chairmen. 

Discussion was based upon recom- 
mendations made in the various politi- 
cal action committees in their 1946- 
1947 reports. The chairman gave a brief 
resume of the findings of the national 
committee, and Myra Green a summary 
of the recommendations made by the 
1946 council. 

The discussion group agreed upon 
the following points. 

1. The functioning of a committee 
similar to that now known as the 
Political Action Committee is in 
keeping with the purposes of 
Pi Lambda Theta 

2. The name Committee on Public 
Affairs would be a desirable sub- 
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stitution for the name the com- 

mittee now Carries 

3. The areas recommended for the 

activity of the committee be spe- 

cified as education, status of 
women, child welfare 

4. Suitable activities for the Public 

Affairs Committee include: 

a. making available to the Public 
Affairs Committee chairmen of 
local chapters source materials 
regarding national legislative 
issues 

5. analyzing controversial issues 
national in scope and making 
these analyses available to the 
membership through a special 
column provided for that pur- 
pose in the Journal 

¢. providing through special bul- 
letins for the exchange of 
regional opinions regarding na- 
tional legislative issues 

d. serving as a clearinghouse for 
the exchange of information 
about legislative action carried 
on by local chapters. 

It was pointed out that the Public 
Affairs Committee could use as source 
materials the publications of govern- 
mental agencies and bureaus in getting 
together this information. This would 
eliminate duplication of effort. 

It was further recommended that the 
committee be free to encourage par- 
ticipation of the membership in public 
affairs and expedite legislative activi- 
ties in line with objectives of Pi 
Lambda Theta.

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3. Report of the Committee on 
Chapter Visits 

The problem was divided into two 
areas: (1) shall chapter visits be con- 
tinued, and (2) what does the chapter 
want of the visitor? 

Ten chapters were represented in 
the discussion. The consensus of the 
gtoup was as follows: (1) chapter 
visits bring the local group closer to 
the national association, (2) members 
gain a wider horizon from the visits, 
and (3) national officers better under- 
stand the needs of the organization 
through contacts with the chapters. 

Several general points pertaining to 
the visit of the national officer were 
discussed as follows: (1) the visitor 
should plan to spend a full day with 
the chapter; (2) notice should be sent 
to the chapter well in advance of the 
visit; (3) chapters should have the 
privilege of using the visitor as a con- 
sultant rather than as an inspector, 
therefore the visitor should be on call 
when meeded—in accordance, of 
course, with the amount of money 
available for visits; (4) chapters want 
their visitors to dress well and speak 
well so that new members may really 
appreciate the quality of their organi- 
zation. 

To clarify the problem of what the 
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chapter wants from the visitor, the dis- 
cussion was divided into two parts; 
what the college chapter requires, and 
what the alumnz chapter wants. The 
college chapter wants the following: 
(1) specific help with files, (2) help 
with procedure and routine of initia. 
tion, (3) interviews of visitor with 
faculty members, (4) social occasions 
for drawing membership of local chap- 
ter closer to the national organization, 
(5) inspiration. 

The college and alumnz groups to- 
gether want the following: (1) help 
in procedure of transfer of members, 
(2) news of other chapters, and (3) 
inspiration. Several miscellaneous dis- 
cussions stemmed from the original 
topics. For one thing, delegates felt that 
in the form letter which precedes the 
visit of the national officer the term 
“consultant” should be used in order 
that the chapter might feel that the 
visitor was really coming to render 
service rather than to inspect. 

It was the final recommendation of 
the group that chapter visits be con- 
tinued on the bases outlined here.

2. Report of the Committee on 
Regional Activity 

Discussions were held at the regional 
breakfast. The following points are re- 
ported: 

(1) the idea of regional organization 
is reaffirmed, with emphasis upon vol- 
untary participation by chapters and 
upon flexibility in the boundaries of the 
geographic areas 

(2) consideration of regional prob- 


lems should have a definite place on the 
calendar among the discussion groups 
of the biennial council program 

(3) the request is made that the Na- 
tional Board consider the formation of 
a national standing committee whose 
function would be the coordination of 
the regional activities and publicity for 
them 

(4) it is recommended that the 
President consider the suggestion of 
two area groups that members of the 
National Board serve as consultants for 
each region 

(5) it is recommended that chapters 
within an area appoint representative 
steering committees to guide regional 
activities 

(6) it is the consensus that chapters 
assist delegates in defraying expenses 
wherever possible but that the final de- 
cision rest with the local chapter. 


Several areas of interest for group 
participation were suggested as fol- 
lows: 


(1) problems under consideration by 
the National Board in order to permit 
chapter discussion and instruction of 
delegates in advance of the biennial 
council 

(2) means of extending Pi Lambda 
Theta through assistance in organizing 
new chapters and in developing activi- 
ties for field members 

(3) organizing a workshop on prob- 
lems of Pi Lambda Theta 

(4) planning ways and means of 
carrying out national projects. 
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The report of progress on plans for 
group participation showed that three 
areas had conferences definitely sched- 
uled. The Middle Atlantic group will 
meet in April, 1948, in Philadelphia 
with Eta Chapter as hostess; the East 
Central group will meet on May 1, 
1948, at the Crystal Hotel in Jackson, 
Michigan, with a committee of three 
formulating the plans; the Pacific 
Northwest area will meet during the 
first week in May, 1948, with the 
Spokane Alumnz Chapter as hostess. 
In the South Central region it was de- 
cided to have joint meetings of several 
chapters rather than an area conference. 
The West Central group anticipates a 
conference during April or August in 
Chicago; the North Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Southwest groups have appointed 
steering committees to formulate plans. 

The Committee wishes to express its 
appreciation to Mrs. Cook, Chairman 
of the Flower Committee of the Port- 
land Alumnz Chapter, who graciously 
provided the table bouquets and fresh 
rosebuds.
